Seven new aldermen and one new member ol 
school committee take office

The city government of 1923 was In¬ 
augurated on Monday afternoon, the 
memhers-elect of the aldermen and 
school committee being sworn by 
Mayor Childs in the presence of a 
small number of spectators, -the in¬ 
clement weather being no small factor 
In keeping down the attendance. 

There was a brief meeting of the 
1922 hoard early in the afternoon, the 
new hoard coming together at three 
o’clock. 

The following were present: 

Aldermen Earle, Grebenstein. Smith, 
Young. White, and Hollis; Aldermen 
elect William S. Ball, John C. Madden, 
Roy V. Collins, Daniel O’Connell, Sin¬ 
clair Weeks, George M. Heatheote, 
Harry B. Ross. Henry W. Bail, J. 
Earle Parker, Randolph F. Tucker, 
Norman F. Pratt, Harry W. Fitts, and 
Howard Norton, and Mrs. Helen S. 
Hutchinson and Mr. Salmon W. Wild¬ 
er, memhers-elect of the school com¬ 
mittee. The only persons absent were 
Alderman George W. Pratt and Alder¬ 
man-elect Timothy C. Hickey. 

City Clerk Grant called to order and 
Alderman-elect Madden was chosen 
temporary chairman. He appointed 
Aldermen Earle, Weeks, and White a 
committee to notify the Mayor, and 
Mayor Childs, with Rev. Robert L. 

, Rae and ex-Mayor George Hutchinson 
was sonn escorted to the chamber. 
Prayer was offered by Mr. Rae and the 
I memhers-elect of the board and of the 
; school committee were then sworn by 
the Mayor. The Mayor then delivered 
j his annual message which will be 
' found in full in this paper, 
j Alderman Hollis was then elected 
i president and took the chair, the 
Mayor and his guests retirine. 

In accepting the office President 
Hollis said in part: — 

I thank you for this honor which you 
have conferred upon me for the second 
time. I promise you that I will at all 
times work for the good of the city as 
I see it. I ask you to approach your 
work in the same spirit. 

The old members know and the new 
members will soon find out that it is 
I not always easy to do this. Unfortun- 
I aely there are many citizens only too 
ready to criticize and find fault with 
the work of their public servants. It 
is impossible to satisfy them unless 
! your mind runs in exactly the same 


channel as their own. The newspapers, 
too, are more inclined to censure than 
applaud. They do not always repre¬ 
sent public opinion. A minority often 
makes more noise than a majority. 

If you will act and vote as yon your¬ 
selves think right, that is all that 
should be asked of you. Let us all 
"dare to do our duty as we under¬ 
stand it.” 

The work of carrying on the city’s 
business is increasing every year. 
Members of the board are required to 
give more time to their duties than did 
their predecessors of eight or ten 
years ago. As some indication of how 
the business of the city has grown let 
me call your attention to the budget of 
the year 1915—my first year in the 
board. It amounted to $1,607,000. The 
budget last year was $2,784,000. The 
total expenditures for 1915 amounted 
to $1,814,000. In 1922, over $3,000,000. 
These figures, however, should mean 
more to us than an indication that the 
work of the aldermen has increased 
They should be a warning to us to be 
careful of our expenditure? during the 
coming year and to see that no appro¬ 
priations are made which are not ab¬ 
solutely necessary or expedient. It Is 
true that conditions the past eight 
years have been abnormal. The hieh 
cost of living made it imperative for 
1 us to increase the salaries of our 
' school teachers and other employees of 
the city and we all know that the cost 
of materials and supplies have gone 
up. On top of this we have been ob- 
| liged to embark upon a program of 
new school building which will cost 
the city hundreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars. This program is absolutely neces¬ 
sary to handle the school situation at 
the present time.—a situation made 
acute by the fact that over a long 
period of years no new school build¬ 
ings were erected. The citizens of 
Newton demand the best of everything 
; and on the whole are willing to pay a. 
fair price for what they receive, but 
j that does not relieve us of the duty of 
! practising economy wherever possible. 
It is the people’s money we are spend¬ 
ing.—let us be sure it is not wasted. 

Much of the time of the board at 
present is taken up by hearings on gar- 
j ages, gasolene stations, etc. I believe 
it would be wise to consider some

change In legislation by which tiie 
hoard would lie relieved of tiie major 
part of this work. 

What effort, if any, the new Zoning 
ordinance will have on these matters 
is a question but it is probable that 
whatever time is saved due to fewer 
applications for permits on account of 
tiie ordinance will lie more than offset 
by the consideration of questions due 
to tiie ordinance itself. 

I mention these matters not with a 
desire that tiie hoard may shirk any of 
its duties or responsibilities but rather 
that it may have more time to give to 
more important matters. 

The fame of Newton as the homo of 
honest and efficient city government 
extends not only throughout tiie Com¬ 
monwealth but throughout the entire 
country as well. Without exception, tiie 
city’s business in the past has been 
conducted honestly and well. Let us 
see that the same high standard is 
maintained during 1923. 

Alderman Heathcote was elected 
vice president and City Treasurer 
Newhall anti City Clerk Grant unan¬ 
imously re-elected, the latter for a 
term of three years. 

Mayor Childs sent in the nomination 
of Joseph Lourie as a public weigher 
and it was confirmed. He also recom¬ 
mended some $2500 for care of snow 
and ice the last two days of the year 
and this appropriation was authorized. 
His recommendation of $39,000 to carry 
on the garbage collection to October 
1st and for a study to lie made of the 
matter was referred to a committee.

DOCTOR’S D'LEMMA IN CHINA 


Ignorant and Superstitious Natives 

Beseech Physician to Perform All 
Kinds of Impossibilities. 

The ruin wns coming In sheets, and 
we had to stop at three tills afternoon. 
Since then I have had a number of 
patients. A boy of eleven, who fell 
over u cliff and broke ids arm, eleven 
months ago, is here with all Ids rela¬ 
tives, asking me to make tiie hones 
grow together ngnin. There was no 
treatment for tiie arm when tiie acci¬ 
dent happened, for the native doctors 
know nothing of surgery. They bound 
some vile-smelling concoction to tiie 
arm with bamboo splints ami put an¬ 
other plaster of the same mixture on 
tiie back, “to draw the bone up.” The 
arm Is, of course, useless. I suggested 
an amputation, but tiie relatives will 
not consent to a mutilation of tiie 
body. Tiie boy tried to prove to me, 
by opening and closing Ids hand, that 
the arm had life, and lie would not be¬ 
lieve me when I told him that tiie 
ends of tiie bone could not be brought 
together except by an operation. An 
old woman, bedridden for many years, 
is lying in the rain, on a stretcher 
made of sackclotli and bamboo poles, 
while her half-blind husband, who al¬ 
most fell into the water when lie came 
up tire plank, pleads with me to give 
her some medicine to make her “feet 
walk, her tongue talk and her fingers 
able to hold her chop sticks.” A leper, 
blind, footless and without hands, is 
sitting on the bank, begging for relief 
from tiie terrible disease that is slow¬ 
ly killing him. lie promises to spend 
ids life in making prostrations before 
me if I will condescend to heal him. A 
girl with tubercular sinuses In her 
bound foot tells me thnt she Is to be 
married soon and thnt her future hus¬ 
band says lie will beat her If she 
comes to him In poor health. 

About four o’clock we went out for 
a bit of a walk. A poor woman on tiie 
bunk held out her emaciated baby and 
asked me to make it see. Some 
Ignorant medical practitioner had run 
needles into its eyes to drive a demon 
out of its stomach. Tiie mother offered 
to bow before every shrine within a 
radius of three miles if I would only 
give her baby power to look up into 
her face.—From “A Fortnight In a 
Cargo Boat,” by William L. Hall, In 
Asia Magazine. 


Social Climbers in Germany. 

Old decorations and titles are still 
craved by social climbers in republican 
Germany. This is shown in a case in 
which an international imposter and 
his accomplice, who is a lunatic, were 
tried for fraud, says tiie Montreal 
Herald. The prisoner was charged with 
having traveled over Germany repre¬ 
senting himself to be a papal count 
and chamberlain of tiie Vatican and 
selling papal baronetcies and orders 
for thousands of marks each. Tiie 
titles are said to have been solemnly 
bestowed by the demented accomplice, 
who was formerly* a veterinary sur¬ 
geon, and whose mania is believing 
himself to be a ruling prince. A 
Munich art dealer paid 10,000 marks 
for a nonexistent Lateran order, while 
a Frankfort merchant underwent 
solemn investure as a Maltese knight. 
But when tiie new knight did not pay 
tiie promised sum he was deprived of 
ids title, which originated only in the 
fertile imagination of tiie false papal 
count. 


The Tipping Problem. 

"Tiie tipping problem in Italy,” said 
a traveler, “lias been solved—incor¬ 
rectly. Ten per cent is ndded to your 
hotel hill for tips; these tips tiie man¬ 
agement distributes among the hotel 
staff; you give nothing yourself. 

“A solution, but an incorrect one, 
for by it the Italian waiter who has 
been rude to you gets as much of 
your money as tiie one who lias been 
devoted. That is wrong, of course. 

“In a Nice hotel I encountered a 
solution that was better. There 10 
per cent was added to my 1)111 for 
tips, but I was given paper vouch¬ 
ers, a kind of hotel currency, for tiie 
amount, and they told me to distribute 
these vouchers us I pleased. I did so. 
Tiie people who had served me well 
were generously rewarded. Those 
who hud neglected me got nothing. 

“A solution, eh? But I asked my¬ 
self, as I distributed my paper vouch¬ 
ers, how I was any better off by tiie 
new system than by the old one.” 


Learning to Play. 

Albanian children are playing for 
tiie first time since the beginning of 
the war and are being taught Amer¬ 
ican games. This lias been made pos¬ 
sible by funds contributed by Ameri¬ 
can children through the Junior Red 
(Jr oss. These children have never 
learned to play nor to laugh, hut, 
every day now, outside the old parlia¬ 
ment building in Tirana, schoolboys 
may lie seen playing prisoners’ base, 
burn tiie city, duck on the rock, ltop 
scotch and other games that have 
made the American children the 
brightest In the world. 

The girls Indulge in all tiie games 
and frolics popular among their little 
sisters in America. During school 
hours they are tnught also to sew, 
embroider and care for tiie sick. 


Ease and Comfort in Java. 

Living In Juvu is so inexpensive thnt 
a European resident in moderate cir¬ 
cumstances may keep many servants; 
while the Mohammedan residents, 
whose religion allows them four wives, 
are usually able to support tiie full 
number. Of late, however, the II. C. 
L., penetrating in a degree even to 
Java, lias forced them somewhat to 
reduce their families. In Java if a 
nobleman marries beneath him he does 
not bother to go to tiie ceremony, but 
very kindly sends Ills sword or Ills hat 
to represent him.

GOD OF WEALTH 

Japanese Deity Whose Favor 
Naturally Is Sought. 


Worshipers at His Shrine, However, 
Are Comparatively Few Consider¬ 
ing His Reputed Powers. 

Japan’s "Seven Gods of Good Luck" 
are a clan of deities from which phi¬ 
losophy, religion and superstition have 
borrowed much of their origin. 

They are a queer set of deities, 
swept together from many incongruous 
sources—Japanese Shintoism, Chinese 
Taoism, Indian Buddhism und Brah¬ 
manism. Orientals all, but cosmopoli¬ 
tan Orientals! 

They comprise, to give them their 
full names, Ebisu, Dulkoku, Ilenten, 
Faburopuju, Bashamon, Jurijln and 
Hotel. 

A full discussion of their origin and 
attributes would doubtless reveal bow 
slender a basis the modern popularity 
of these divinities has been reared on. 
Their union in one group is the result 
of nothing more recondite than 
popular ignorance and confusion of 
ideas. They themselves never chose 
to be thus united. They reign in an 
ideal state, for they have no king or 
even spokesman among them. Col¬ 
lectively they command perennial, per¬ 
petual and everlasting Interest. Indi¬ 
vidually they celebrate their own festi¬ 
vals and each can boast of an entirely 
different group In his train of dev¬ 
otees. 

On Dnlkoku’s birthday a few of his 
disciples will worship at his shrine at 
Aznbu and in Osaka. It seems 
strange to sny "a few," for of all the 
gods In the cycle of Japanese mythol 
agy, in this material age. Dalkoku, the 
god of wealth, should find greatest 
favor! But perhaps he has not proved 
himself to be gracious to suppliants! 

erhnps efficacious influences have not 
been felt in result of worship at Ids 
shrines—or Is it that even be, the god 
of wealth, has failed to live up to the 
extravagant standard our present-day 
civilization has set as a basis to con¬ 
tentment? 

Dnikoku is a Hindu and a Buddhist. 
The word "Daikoku" means "great 
blackness,” and when he first came 
to Japan he was a god of physique and 
frightful aspect with a face as black 
as night. Since his naturalization 
Dnikoku has thrown off some of his 
native characteristics and has adopted 
a new mode of living, the chief of his 
models being Okukikushinomokoto, a 
famous god in the mythology of Japan. 

In the old records this god was 
represented carrying a large hag on 
Ids shoulders. As there is a similarity 
ogy, in this material age, Dnikoku, the 
Japanese people somehow mixed up 
the two characters and molded them 
into one perfect deity who combines 
the good points of both. Mnkhaln 
(Sanscrit) was the original name by 
which he was known in India, where 
he was feared as god of destruction. 
Ills immigration to Japan has changed 
his incarnation to that of wealth and 
plenty. 

He stands or sits on throe hales of 
rice, having In one hand the usudeno- 
kozucld or the lucky hammer from 
which he can produce anything in the 
world he chooses to, from a palace 
down to gold or silver, man or beast! 
lie carries on Ids back a bag full of 
treasures of all sorts, while rats are 
Ids earthly messengers and oftentimes 
he Is represented with one on either 
side of him, waiting to do Ids bidding. 

Dnikoku is generally coupled with 
Ebisu, the god of tradesmen. Though 
they are of totally different birth, 
race, religion, etc., they have been 
linked together and one seldom sees 
the one without the other in close

Columbia Students Give Cafe¬ 
teria an “Atmosphere.” 


Variety of Races and Countries Repre¬ 
sented In Small New York 
Eating Place. 

There is one cafeteria in New York 
where the dishwashers discuss relativ¬ 
ity and the fourth dimension, where 
the countermen have master degrees, 
where the bus hoys are prepared to 
give an opinion on the Genoa confer¬ 
ence, or the Rnpnllo agreement. This j 
cnfeterla is located in a one-story 
building Just back of the massive grny- 
domed library of Columbia university 
and is best known by Its title of "com¬ 
mons," the New York Sun points out. 

Needy students are given all the Jobs 
In this cafeteria, with the exception of 
some managerial positions nnd those | 
In the culinary department. 

A visit to this cafeteria a little after 
noon on a week day In the company of 
«.n*. familiar with the place and its 
habitues will yield some Interesting in¬ 
formation. The man who serves the 
soup, for example, is a Nova Scotian. 

A student of journalism, he Is earning 
his way through by free lancing and 
by doing odd bits of work. Beside him 
Is a Greek, In this country only a year, 
but already a master of English. 

The dark-skinned man at the griddle 
Is a native of Turkestan, a pre-medi¬ 
cal student. He has announced his 
Intention of leaving Columbia at the 
end of the present semester to con¬ 
tinue his studies at Iowa State univer¬ 
sity, because the expenses are less at 
the latter Institution. The 1,100 miles 
from New York to Iowa he is to travel 
by emulating Jack London In his ad¬ 
verse days. This man will practice in 
Persia when he has finished his educa¬ 
tion. 

Behind the salad counter stand two 
Chinese students, both beneficiaries of 
provincial government scholarships 
worth about $00 a month. There are 
more than 300 Chinese students in 
New York city alone, It Is said, and 
more than 2,000 In the whole country, 
mostly sent here by their governments. 
At the dessert counter Is a Japanese. 

Further along are to be found native 
American countermen, like the others, 
obliged to earn their way through 
school. The man who operates the- 
butter cutting machine was a seaman 
all the early years of his life and went 
up as far as a third mate's berth be¬ 
fore he decided to chuck the sea and 
get an education. He has four years 
of college and two in a professional 
school ahead of him, even after he 
works off his matriculation require 
mentis. Besides this work at the cafe¬ 
teria he has a Job taking care of an 
old man, a paralytic. 

Among the dishwashers is a Hindu, 
already the possessor <»f a master’s de¬ 
gree and now working on his thesis for 
a doctorate. In another year he hopes 
to return to India, where he has a wife 
waiting for him. and take charge of an 
Indian college. 

There is a cosmopolitan air about 
those who eat in this cafeteria. At one 
table there may be seen a group of 
olive-skinned Filipinos, more than 100 
of whom are now studying in New 
York city. Next to them there may be 
two or three striking blonde students, 
presumably Scandinavians. A Mesopo¬ 
tamian. a student of philosophy, is a 
frequenter of this place. So are two 
Russian students and several Italians. 
It Is probably one of the most cosmo¬ 
politan eating places In the city and 
one of the most Interesting when some¬ 
thing of the history of the employees 
here is discovered, and something Is 
learned of their struggle against odds 
to get an education.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

The Great and General Court of 
Massachusetts, otherwise known as 
the Legislature, began its annual 
session on Wednesday morning, re¬ 
electing President Frank G. Allen in 
the Senate and Speaker B. Loring 
Young in the House. 

For the first time in history, wom¬ 
en became members of tlie* House, 
two being present, one a Republican 
and one a Democrat. They were 
greeted with applause when they en¬ 
tered the House and were given the 
courtesy of selecting their own seats. 
We trust this action will not create 
a precedent, because if women are 
to have equal rights in matters of 
legislation, they should take equal 
chances with the men in the routine 
work of the session. 

In the appointment of committees, 
the Xewton members of the House 
shared very well indeed. Mr. Early 
retaining his important chairmanship 
of State Administration and having 
a place on the also important commit¬ 
tee on Taxation. Mr. Saltonstall, the 
new member, not only received one 
of the coveted places on the Judiciary 
committee, but was given fourth place 
on that committee, a position which 
may presage his receiving the chair¬ 
manship of the committee in the fu¬ 
ture. The writer was honored with 
the chairmanship of Election Laws, a 
committee which seems likely to he a 
political storm centre, and was also 
given a place on Labor and Indus¬ 
try. 

Senator Rice was made chairman 
of the committee on State Administra¬ 
tion, thus making the two chairman¬ 
ships on that committee filled with 
Newton men. and was also placed on 
Education, Metropolitan Affairs and 
Street Railways.—all important com¬ 
mittees. 

On Thursday Governor Cox was in¬ 
augurated for a second term of two 
years, with the usual formalities. 
His address should be read by every 
citizen. It contains many important 
recommendations, including steps 
looking to a new State prison, a pos¬ 
sible plan for old age pensions and 
the inauguration of a short ballot. 

The writer has seen fit to put in 
a bill to remedy the obvious discrep¬ 
ancy between the definitions of “intox¬ 
icating liquors" by the Federal and 
Massachusetts statutes. It will he 
recalled that while the Massachusetts 
statute defines intoxicating liquor as 
having more than 2.75% of alcohol by 
weight, the Federal law, which always 
supersedes the state law, defines in¬ 
toxicating liquor as having more than 
one half of one per cent of alcohol. So 
far as enforcement is concerned, the 
state law is without any effect what¬ 
ever and it would seem to he plain 
common sense to make the state law 
definition conform with the all power¬ 
ful Federal statute. 

The presentation of this simple bill 
has apparently aroused all the ire of 
the “wet” element, even though its pas¬ 
sage would make no change in the 
present situation and as a sample of 
the language with which this hill was 
greeted, just read the following words 
sent to the writer on an unsigned j 
postal card. 

“Well I see you are about to make j 
an ass of your self with your Pro j 


Ihibltion Bill. I wonder who is paying 
you the GRAFT to introduce Ibis 
BILL? 

Your record ought to he looked in¬ 
to for my private opinion is that you 
are a member of the Ku Klux Klan. 
This Country is going to hell, while a 
bunch of mutts like you are belly* 
acheing about the red-blooded Ameri¬ 
can who has the courage and MAN¬ 
HOOD to take a dring of WHISKEY. 
You poor sap. you and all them laws 
from hero to hell and hack again, will 
never stop us from drinking all the 
booze we want. We’ll he drinking 
long after your poor carcess is rotting 
seven feet down below.” 

The writer has also filed hills to 
either increase or abolish the present 
limit of expenditures for nominations 
and elections and to provide for the 
appointment of district attorneys, 
sheriffs, registers of probnte and 
clerks of courts. The latter being a 
step towards the short ballot recom¬ 
mended by Governor Cox.

RANKS THIRD IN PETROLEUM 


Russia's Output in 1921 Amounted to 
28,500,000 Barrels, Engineering 
and Mining Journal Says. 

Prior to the outbreak of the war 
the production of petroleum in Russia 
amounted to about 20 per cent of the 
world’s production, and, In spite of 
political and industrial upheaval, the 
production of soviet Russia still occu¬ 
pies third rank in the countries of 
the world, says the Engineering ord 
Mining Journal-Press. During He 
year 1020 the production amounted to 
25,400,000 barrels, and in 1021 to 28,- 
600,000 barrels, in the district <>f 
Baku the production in 1021 amounted 
to 155,000,000 poods (thirty-six 
pounds), us compared with 215,000,- 
000 poods in 1910. In the district of 
Orosny the monthly production dur¬ 
ing the second half of 1021 amounted 
to 0,100,000 poods, and in January, 
1022, to 7,100,000 poods. On account 
of lack of suitable machinery new 
borings cannot he made. The equip¬ 
ment in the refineries ns well as the 
pipe lines is in bad condition. Ac¬ 
cording to the regulations of the soviet 
government, adopted nt the beginning 
»f the present year, concerning the 
grant of minernl oil concessions, 30 
per cent of the oil produced is re¬ 
served to the state and 45 per cent 
must be reserved for the home de¬ 
mand. Only 25 per cent can be ex¬ 
ported, and all export orders must 
pass through the official mineral oil 
office. Payments for export orders 
are to be effected through the State 
hank or the oil office, and all pay¬ 
ments are to be based on foreign 
values. 


MACAULAY HAD FINE CLOTHES 


Learned English Historian and States¬ 
man Had Hobby for Variety 
of Apparel. 

Lord Macaulay, the English his¬ 
torian and statesman and inexhaust¬ 
ible conversationalist, hud a mind 
overstocked with learning. And lie 
had a wardrobe overstocked with 
clothes, according to Margaret Mac¬ 
aulay’s “Diary.” “Later in life,” she 
writes, “he indulged himself in an 
apparently Inexhaustible succession 
of handsome embroidered waistcoats, 
which lie would regard with much 
complacency. He was unhandy to 
a degree, quite unexampled In the ex¬ 
perience of nil who knew him. 
When in the open air he wore per¬ 
fectly new dark kid gloves, into the 
fingers of which lie never succeeded 
in inserting his fingers more than 
half way. After he had sailed for 
India there were found In Ids cham¬ 
bers between 50 and 60 strops, hacked 
Into strips and splinters, with razors 
without beginning or end. About the 
same period he hurt his hand and 
was induced to send for a barber.

“‘Oh, sir,’ said the man, ‘whatever 
you usually give the person who 
shaves you.’ ‘In that case,’ said Mac¬ 
aulay. ‘I should give you a great gash 
on each cheek.’ ”

ISLANDS LEGALLY IN PAWN 

Orkney and Shetland Were Pledged 
to Scotland by King of Den¬ 
mark in 1471. 

The islands of Orkney and Shet¬ 
land are legally “In pawn,” says the 
Detroit News. They were pledged 
to Scotland by the king of Denmark 
on the occasion of the marriage of 
the Danish Princess, Margaret, to 
James III of Scotland, in 1471. These 
Island groups were then Norwegian 
territory, and had been so since the 
close of the Ninth century. 

At the time of their being pawned 
the king of Denmark was also sover¬ 
eign of Norway and Sweden!, and 
hoped that the marriage of the Dan¬ 
ish princess would help to effect an 
alliance with Scotland—then a sepa¬ 
rate kingdom from England. 

To help matters on the Danisti king 
agreed to fix the princess’ dowry at 
00,000 florins (about $120,000)—10.000 
tiorins to be paid before the lady 
left Denmark, and the islnnds of 
Orkney to be given in pledge for the 
remainder. But at the last moment 
the king could only lay ills hands on 
2,000 of the 10,000 florins, and was 
obliged to pledge the Shetland Islands 
for the balance. 

The pledge hns never been re¬ 
deemed, nnd 4 though Denmark has 
made several attempts to get hack 
these islands all the negotiations have 
come to naught. 


WILL MAKE GAS ON THE FARM 


Flivver Fuel Can Be Manufactured 
by the Farmer From His 
Waste Products. 

In a few years many kinds of farm 
waste will be converted successfully 
Into liquid or gasoline fuel, writes 
Floyd W. Parsons in the World’s 
Work. For some time alcohol has 
been manufactured in large quantities 
from “blackstrap” molasses, but now 
we find that it is possible to obtain 
150 pounds of potash from each ton 
of this low-grade molasses, in addi¬ 
tion to the liquid fuel. During the 
war the price of potash averaged as 
high as $1,000 a ton. 

Federal chemists have found It 
possible to obtain gas by the distilla¬ 
tion of wheat, oat and rye straws. It 
Is not too much to expect that one 
day straw gas and gas made from 
cornstalks, corncobs and other vege¬ 
table matter will he used by farm¬ 
ers to supply fight and heat for their 
homes, power for their stationary en¬ 
gines and fuel for their tractors and 
motorcars. Fifty pounds of straw 
will produce 300 cubic feet of gas— 
an amount sufficient to drive a fight 
roadster 15 miles. The next step in 
this experimental work wifi be the 
perfection of a method of redacting 
the gas to liquid form so that it may 
be carried conveniently as a motor 
fuel. 


Pleasantries at an Operation. 

Dr. T. Victor Keene, Indianapolis 
physician and surgeon, once was be¬ 
ing prepared for an appendicitis op¬ 
eration. He was a fellow among those 
whose loving hands were to gas him 
out and carve him up. So they were 
making grim humor about the cut¬ 
ting party. So pleasant did the oc¬ 
casion become that to this day Doc¬ 
tor Keene doesift know whether he 
was placed under the influence of an 
anesthetic or whether lie was Just 
simply scared into unconsciousness 
and did not come to until after the 
operation. They began regularly 
enough to give him the gas and then 
he heard the following pleasant little 
remark—and heard no more until 
after It was all over: 

“Hey. be careful there with that 
ether. Don’t you know lie’s a nerv¬ 
ous devil? Look out! Say. you’ll 
sniff him out!”

A boy who has rend “Treas¬ 
ure Island" and “Kidnaped” will have 
small use for Nick Carter.—Kansas 
City Star.

Death Rate Already Too High. 

The death rate for tiie first quurter 
of 1022 among Metropolitan Life pol¬ 
icyholders was higher among white 
policyholdors by 5.3 per cent )uml 
among colored policyholders by 0.0 
per cent than for tiie same quarter of 
1021. Tills was due very largely to 
tiie effects ol' epidemic influenza. 
There are, nevertheless, many favor¬ 
able terns in the figures for the quar¬ 
ter. The outstanding one is the con¬ 
tinued low mortality from tuber¬ 
culosis. The unfavorable develop¬ 
ments, in addition to tiie much higher 
rates for influenza and pneumonia, 
are the increases for organic heart 
disease, cerebral hemorrhage and 
chronic nephritis. A higher rate was 
also registered for automobile acci¬ 
dents.

ROMANCE OF FUNEUIL HALL 


“Cradle of American Liberty*' Wat 
Built by Son of French Hu¬ 
guenot Refugee. 

An Interesting romance la woven 
around old Faneull hall in Boston, 
often referred to as “the cradle of 
American liberty." Andrew Faneull, 
a French Huguenot, was driven from 
home by the revocation of the edict of 
Nantes. He fled to Holland, and 
thence to America, nnd was admitted 
by the governor and council of Massa¬ 
chusetts Bay colony Feb. 1, 1091. He 
was an ubie business man, nnd became 
the richest man in the colony through 
trade in a general store. His fortune 
passed to ills son, Peter, nnd Peter 
proved both a practical and public- 
spirited mnn. He offered to erect a 
public market building at his own ex¬ 
pense if the town would provide proper 
regulation. The fnrmers, accustomed 
to peddle from house to house, op¬ 
posed this plan, but it passed by a 
majority of the 727 votes cast. 

Peter Faneull did more than he 
hud promised, for In addition to the 
market he built n second story with a 
hull for town meetings and other pub¬ 
lic functions. On August 27, 1705, the 
first mass meeting of protest against 
ihe stnmp act took place In the hall. 
The meetings to protest against the 
ten tnx were held In the hall in 1773, 
and the result wrfs the Boston Tea 
Party of December 10. When La¬ 
fayette visited the building In 1824, 
he said: "May Faneull Hall stand for¬ 
ever, a monument to teach the world 
that resistance to oppression is a duty, 
and will under true republican Insti¬ 
tutions become a blessing.” 


EARLY SETTLER POMPOUS 


Pioneer Colonist in America Seemed 
to Lack the Saving Sense 
of Humor. 

A persistent respect for th<} pomps 
and vanities of feudalism with its dis¬ 
tinction of classes and Its conventions 
of respectful observance was held by 
the early settlers In the American wil¬ 
derness. They showed a curious lack 
of a saving sense of humor. When the 
first settlement at Jamestown was 
starving, Sir Thomns Gates, on re¬ 
linquishing his authority, fired a 
salute from the fort, nnd made his 
departure like a king abandoning his 
realm. De la Wurr, arriving a few 
days Inter, landed with a flourish of 
trumpets nnd a procession, with ban¬ 
ners borne before him. When he went 
to church he was attended by an es¬ 
cort in red cloaks nnd a guard of 50 
men. although there were not more 
than 200 in the colony. 

When the Puritans, a people who 
were supposed to have laid aside the 
pomps and vanities, went to church, 
they were summoned to Captain 
Standish’s door by the roll of a drum. 
Each man wore a cloak and carried a 
musket on his shoulder. They fell in 
three abreast, led by a sergeant, nnd 
behind this escort strode Elder Brew¬ 
ster with Captain Stnndlsh strutting 
stiffly at his side, with n sword in 
scabbard nnd bearing a cane or wand 
as an emblem of his authority. 


Whitman Had a Checkered Career. 

Walt Whitman began his career as 
an errand boy in a lawyer’s ofilce and 
tried in turn working in n printer’s 
office, teaching In a country school 
nnd editing the Brooklyn Eagle. He 
founded and edited bis own paper, the 
Long Islander, but gave it up nnd 
tried building nnd selling small 
houses in Brooklyn. 

During this checkerboard career, 
Whitman was continually writing 
poetry, nnd finally in 1S55 he pub¬ 
lished a small book containing a col¬ 
lection of his poems, under the title 
of "Leaves of Grass.” It was char¬ 
acterized by Emerson as "the most 
extraordinary piece of wit nnd wis¬ 
dom that America had yet con¬ 
tributed.” 

Whitman’s life was a poet’s life— 
free, unhurried, unworldly, unconven¬ 
tional. unselfish, cheerful, optimistic, 
anil it was contentedly and joyously 
lived. 


What Pinckney Really Told France. 

When John Jay, in 1790, made his 
famous treaty with England, which 
threatened to Involve the United 
States in a war with France, the Di¬ 
rectory would not receive the Ameri¬ 
can ambassador, Charles Cotesworth 
Pinckney, but intimated that the pay¬ 
ment of a certain sum might settle 
the dispute. Pinckney is said to have 
indignantly answered with the now 
historical phrase: "Millions for de¬ 
fense, but not one cent for tribute.” It 
is said, however, that long afterward, 
when Pinckney was asked in ids club 
whether lie had ever uttered it, he re¬ 
plied : “No. My answer was not a 
flourish like that, but simply. ‘Not a 
penny, not a penny.’ ” 


A True Story. 

An office boy in u big business house 
approached one of the clerks and with 
great solemnity asked him to divide 
180 by 10. “Eighteen of course,” was 
the immediate reply. The boy looked 
thoughtful. "Are you sure?" he asked. 
The clerk thought theie was a catch 
somewhere, hut was assured that the 
boy was In earnest. "I’ve worked It 
out over and over,” be said, “and it 
comes out 17 and 10 over.” he ex¬ 
plained.

STRATEGY OF LEE EMPLOYED 


Marshal Foch Says If General Wat 
Traitor He Wlshos France Had 
More of Them. 

It Is hardly to he wondered at that 
the greatest soldier of the Twentieth 
century should take occasion to pay 
his tribute of admiration and affection 
to the memory of one of the really 
great commnnders of modern times, a 
soldier whose military genius was 
equnled only by the purity of his pur¬ 
pose and the splendor of his charac¬ 
ter, says the Louisville Courier-Jour¬ 
nal. 

Soldter-llke, Marshal Foch employs 
few words In answering the anony¬ 
mous “American Patriot” who had 
telegraphed him at a Virginia town 
that Robert E. Lee was a traitor. 

“If Gen. Robert E. Lee was a trai¬ 
tor," said the marshal of Frnnce, “Na¬ 
poleon Bonaparte was a coward. If 
General Lee was a traitor, I wish 
France had more of them. He was 
one of the greatest military leaders 
the world has ever known.” 

In winning the World war, Ferdin¬ 
and Foch leaned heavily upon the 
shoulder of Robert E. Lee. It was 
“the sword of Lee" that flashed on 
every battlefield in Frnnce from the 
first battle of the Marne to Armistice 
day. 

Lee’s strategy, revived and employed 
first by Joffre and later by Foch, held 
the Hun along the French front, swift 
to attack again, until at length the 
Hindenburg line was pierced and the 
enemies of civilization sued for peace. 

In his estimate of Lee, Marshal 
Foch takes his stand beside Viscount 
Wolseley, of England, who declared 
that Lee was “the greatest soldier 
given to the world since the days of 
Marlborough." 


WOMEN'S CLUBS

A certain club woman in accepting 
the presidency of a club in this vi¬ 
cinity remarked that she had done so, 
heenuse she believed that every club 
member should at some time he the 
president of her club. Then each one 
would understand all the difficulties 
of the office and he ready to help make 
the wheels go round. Of course in a 
large club that Ideal is out of the 
question for the millenium would be 
well nigh reached before the last one 
had had her turn. But there is one 
club in the Federation,—the Presi¬ 
dents’ Club—where the desired condi¬ 
tion practically obtains, for eligibility 
to membership consists in having been 
at some time the president of a club 
belonging to the State Federation.

that whatever is proposed will not 
work out, they are not afraid to vote 
it down. One very good result of this 
frank discussion is the fact that never 
is the comment heard afterward, 
‘What made ‘them’ do that!” The elu¬ 
sive ’they" does not belong to that 
club. The membership is a flesh and 
blood, substantial, thinking body of 
women ,who act intelligently and then 
abide by the will of the majority. 
More of that spirit is to he welcomed 
in local clubs, and that it is coming, 
the Club Editor is confident.

Neuritis in the Fingers and Hands 
Has Been Traced to the Pres¬ 
sure on Nerves. 

Be careful not to bind the strap of 
your wrist watch too tight. Several 
cases of neuritis in the fingers and 
hands has been traced to this cause. 
Dr. John S. Stopford tells In the Lan¬ 
cet of a student who experienced tin¬ 
gling pains along the inner borders of 
the hand and in the little finger. These 
had persisted for some time and caused 
discomfort and anxiety. On examina¬ 
tion a tender point was discovered on 
the dorsal surface of the styloid proc¬ 
ess of the ulna, and pressure In this 
situation enused pain to radiate from 
this point Into the dorsal cutaneous 
branch of the ulnar nerve. There was 
no sign of paresis or atrophy of any 
of the Intrinsic muscles of the hand, 
nor were any trophic changes found. 
On Investigating a cause for this lo¬ 
calized neuritis the only possibility 
appeared to he the wearing of a tight 
wristlet watch, which clearly could 
produce compression of the dorsal cu¬ 
taneous branch of the ulnar nerve as 
it curved round the lower extremity 
of the ulna. On discarding the wrist¬ 
let the discomfort gradually disap¬ 
peared.

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MAYOR CHILDS’ ADDRESS 

To the city government of 1923 

GENTLEMEN OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN: 

I wish for you and all of our fellow citizens a very 
Happy and Prosperous New Year, and 1 welcome you to 
the important task which has been assigned to us. We 
have been chosen to conduct the business of the city for 
the present year. That consists largely of spending money 
raised by taxation. We are the Agents or Trustees of the 
people, selected by them to furnish good government at 
the lowest possible cost. 

The gospel of economy is being preached today 
everywhere. Economy in the management of city affairs 
is expected. The money we spend is taken from the peo¬ 
ple and is to be expended for their benefit. The economy, 
however, which we exercise should t>e wise economy. 

There must be municipal progress and development, 
which costs money, but our aim should be to keep ex¬ 
penses down to the lowest level commensurate with a 
progressive and businesslike operation of the city’s busi¬ 
ness. 

Whatever can be spent in a sound and proper promo¬ 
tion of the better interests of the City should be spent and 
with considered judgment. 

We have in this city no extravagant Departments and 
bureaus to support; only those necessary for the city to 
function properly. * * I wish at the outset to express 

to the members of last year’s Board of Aldermen, to the 
members of all City Boards and Commissions, to Heads of 
Departments and to all city employees my appreciation of 
their efforts exerted for the public good, and my thanks 
for their cooperation in our common aim to promote the 
welfare of all our people. 

Thanks are also due to the churches of the City, the 
Chamber of Commerce, Women’s Clubs, Welfare Bureau, 
Newton Hospital, Philanthropic Institutions, Fraternal Or¬ 
ganizations and to all those agencies which have cooper¬ 
ated in civic matters with the end in view of making a 
better city and a happier people. 

Our representatives in the General Court also deserve 
our gratitude for the way in which they have guarded the 
city’s interests on Beacon Hill. 

To one in particular we are indebted for the statute 
which assures in the future cleaner political campaigns. 

It has always seemed strange to me that so many 
who act like ladies and gentlemen most of the time so far 
forget themselves in the heat of political campaigns that 
they descend to levels to which candidates for public office 
who claim to be ladies and gentlemen cannot afford to go 
to meet them in debate. 

The possibility of a jail sentence or substantial fine 
ought to deter individuals and even editors in the future 
from lying about candidates for public office. 

* * * * * 

The military and semi-military organizations in the 
city are functioning satisfactorily. The Grand Army, 
American Legion, Spanish War Veterans, and Company H 
have had a successful year and have teen ever ready to 
respond to any civic call. One of the Legion Chaplains, 
Rev. William J. Farrell, has been awarded the Distin¬ 
guished Service Medal by the United States government. 

During the year an effect has been made to perfect the 
war records of Newton and a commissioivwill be appointed 
shortly to check up names of veterans when selections are 
being made for public memorials. It is most important 
that there should be accuracy in such matters. The very 
generous offer of the Legion to respond at any time when 
emergencies in the city required additional men was ac¬ 
cepted and the signal adopted is ten blows on the fire alarm 
followed by one or more rounds of the box number at 
which it is requested that men report. 

During the-past year death has claimed John Lowell, 
for many years one of our Sinking Fund Commissioners, a 
man of the highest character and the soundest judgment; 
also Charles Benyon, our Superintendent of Forestry, and 
James Dinegan, Patrick Harrington, and Philip Coyne. 

Messrs. Cummings and Needham, old fire fighters, 
have also passed on to their reward, as have Matthew Con¬ 
nors, Michael McCarthy, and Timothy Mead, pensioners 
in the Street and Water Departments. 

These all rendered faithful service in their respective 
departments and gave the best that was in them to the 
work in which they were engaged. Their memory will be 
cherished by those who worked with them. Death has also 
claimed Ex-Mayor Edward B. Wilson, who served the city 
most efficiently more than a score of years ago. 

The following employees of the city have retired on 
pension: in the Police Department, Chief Frederic M. 
Mitchell, Sergeant Richard T. Kyte, and Officers Martip J. 
Neagfe and Wade Dearborn; in the.Fire Department, P„ 


E. Ellis and Captain E. C. Waterhouse; in the Street De¬ 
partment, Messrs. John Pendergast, Edward Hickey, Ed¬ 
ward J. Healey, Thomas Burns, Peter Brady, Patrick Fitz¬ 
patrick, John Kelley, William Kent and John Kent. 

All have labored long and faithfully for the city and 
we certainly wish fo?* them in their remaining years the 
health and happiness which their fidelity deserves. 

On December 29th I signed the Zoning Ordinance, an 
ordinance which means much to the city and property 
owners, to which much thought was given and upon which 
much time spent. 

The first and second ordinances passed I vetoed and 
I have no apologies to make for the action taken. 

Both were founded on selfishness and I jlid what I 
believed was for the best interests of the city after getting 
all the light that I could. 

Residential sections are now sot off from business and 
manufacturing and that is about what most people had in 
mind when the Zoning Act was accepted by the voters. 
After all it isn’t so much the sort of house as the people in 
it which makes or breaks a city. All of the good people are 
not found in single dwellings. 

The important matter is the proper development of 
the city by the building of homes and what we need in 
Newton more than anything else is more homes for young 
married people. I believe that they ought to have the 
privilege of living in the same city with their parents, if 
they so desire. 

After all, it is the character of the citizen that counts 
and the Zoning Ordinance as adopted in my judgment will 
be of great benefit to Newton of the present and the future 
because it will make it possible for character to have an 
equal chance with money as our city grows. 

The financial condition of the city is sound. A brief 
summary of the situation is as follows:

The Borrowing Capacity of the City of Newton 

on December 31, 1922, was. 728,576.05 

Showing a decrease during the year of. 106,090.33 

The tax rate for the year was $25.40. It is interesting 
to note that while labor, materials and practically every¬ 
thing else has more than doubled in cost since the good old 
days of a $14 tax rate, the rate has not as yet doubled. 

Tax~Commissioner Long in a recent address to the 
Assessors of the State said in substance that more than a 
$30 tax rate is a dangerous point for municipalities to 
reach. Notwithstanding that fact 87 municipalities in the 
State have passed that figure and 36 more have reached it. 
Much of the increased expenditures of cities in recent 
years has been for so-called public welfare movements, 
which do not make any direct return to the municipal 
treasury, but which are absolutely necessary in city life 
today. In any policy of economy the danger is that in 
paring down expenditures we neglect necessary activities, 
and while money is saved for the present, a heavier burden 
is placed upon the future. 

Newton has never been extravagant in her expendi¬ 
tures for welfare activities. 

We have been fairly liberal because we have realized 
that prevention is better than cure; that it is better 
business to stop the cause than to repair the result; that 
it is easier to form than to reform; that it is more sensible 
to guide young men and women than to reclaim old ones; 
and that it is cheaper to prevent crime than to reform 
criminals. ^ 

The danger sometimes is that cities go too far in 
welfare work but nothing that has happened in Newton 
along these lines is cause for alarm. 

A building boom interrupted during the war has 
started again in the city and much new property will 
beneficially affect the revenue of the city for the coming 
year. It will, however, be well for us to bear in mind the 
been adopted and readustment has beeff made by the takings 


fact that while the permits issued for new buildings amount 
to nearly $7,000,000, there are more than $1,000,000 in 
exempt buildings in this total, reducing the amount by just 
that much. Many of these permits have been changed or 
will not be carried out at all. Included in the above 
$6,000,000 are permits from one party aggregating $250,- 
000.00 of which not over $50,000.00 is under way or will be 
assessed next April. 

There are other instances of two family apartment 
permits which will not materialize by April 1st. 

Furthermore, permit estimates are generally much in 
excess of final valuations. Mortgage and sale considerations 
explain why many builders’ estimates arc high. 

It is possible that the valuations finally reached by the 
Assessors may not exceed 60% of builders’ estimates. 
When the above points are considered, the less than 
$6,000,000.00 in permits, will show a substantial shrinkage. 

Another shrinkage in revenue may show in Revalua¬ 
tions. Last year $940,750.00 was added to Real Estate by 
revaluations. This work has been so thoroughly done 
throughout the city that no such gain is to be expected 
for 1923. 

The same is true of the $712,296.00 gain in personal 
estate which was largely on corporations and cannot be 
repeated to any such extent in 1923. 

The outlook, however, for the future is promising. 
We shall l>e able to provide for any legitimate needs. 

The Gas Contract has been renewed during the past 
year and at the right price, thanks to our City Solicitor. 
The Garbage Contract has been extended to October first, 
subject to appropriation. I recommend a study of the 
garbage situation by your Honorable Board, in order that 
the problem may be solved to the best advantage of the tax 
payers. 

I recommend for your consideration the matter of 
properly numbering the houses of the city. The present 
situation makes it extremely difficult to locate houses in 
certain streets. Compulsory numbering may require 
legislative action. 

Another matter which I would suggest for study is 
that of street sprinkling. The oil which is now used for 
street sprinkling is practically a coating for maintenance 
of streets. Newton is about the only city which charges 
street sprinkling on the tax bill. In other places such work 
is a part of the maintenance of streets. 

Another matter which I present for your consideration 
is that of having the work of Assistant Assessors done by 
the police, as is the custom in many places. There are 
many reasons which commend this change. 

For the safety of the traveling public upon our high¬ 
ways I suggest for your consideration the advisability of 
taking land for the straightening of the curves on 
Commonwealth avenue opposite Prince street and on 
Auburn street opposite Greenough street. The exit from 
the Newton Railway Station should be improved by the 
taking of land of Brackett on Centre Place for widening 
purposes. I recommend such action. 

The proper disposition of waste paper and rubbish is 
becoming more and more a serious problem. A substitute 
for the present method of disposal is an urgent need. 

The present time is not the time to increase wages or 
salaries. I shall, however, suggest a readjustment of 
salaries of certain employees in City Hall in order that a 
fair compensation for services rendered may be given 
according to commercial standards. 

Clerks and assistants in public departments ought to 
be paid the same compensation and required to do the same 
amount of work as those employed in prudently conducted 
private enterprises. 

I trust that impartial consideration and unprejudiced 
judgment may be given to recommendations which may be 
made. 

The health of the city during the past year has been 
very fair ahd health problems have been given careful 
attention as they have arisen. 

The poor we have always with us and effort has been 
made to intelligently and sympathetically meet their needs. 
The Welfare Bureau, the Knights of Columbus, and the Elks, 
together with individuals and other organizations have 
most generously cooperated with the city in relieving and 
preventing distress. 

‘The coal situation and unemployment have presented 
definite problems. Mr. Oliver M. Fisher, our Fuel Admin¬ 
istrator, has solved his problem fairly and satisfactorily 
and the Chamber of Commerce and Y. M. C. A. were a 
tremendous help in finding work for the unemployed. 

Law and order have been maintained and life and 
property in the city have been saft during the past year. 

Upon the retirement of Chief Mi’xhell, Captain Burke 
was promoted ta the office of Chief of Police and changes 
which he has inaugurated are already making for efficiency. 

The “one day off in three” system for firemen has 
on oj additional men, many of whom are veterans of the 


world war. The change is working satisfactorily. Newton’s 
fire loss is light and crime does not flourish within our 
borders. A debt of gratitude is due the members of both 
the Police and Fire Departments for the situation as it is. 

The Public Library with its splendid assortment of 
books and helpful service has met the needs of the reading 
public. The alterations made in the old fire station at 
Lower Falls will make a convenient reading-room and be 
a help to civic activities in that section of the city. 

Our Public Works Departments have rendered good 
service. 

A brief mention may be made of some of the city’s 
public works which have been accomplished in the past 
year, and for which we may anticipate the consummation 
in the future. 

Among cities of its size, Newton is particularly unique 
and probably dissimilar to any other, in the fact that it 
has no paved streets as that term is usually understood. 
The average person thinks of a paved street as one surfaced 
with granite block, wood block, vitrified brick, or sheet 
asphalt. Newton has no pavement of any of these types 
except between street railway tracks and at street railway 
crossings. Its population is widely scattered and a great 
variety of routes cross the city. Traffic, therefore, in 
Newton has been so distributed, and concentrated heavy 
motor truck traffic has been to date so inconsiderable in 
volume on any one thoroughfare, that pavements of a 
heavier type than bituminous macadam, constructed by the 
penetration process, have not been considered necessary 
or advisable. This may hold true for some time to come, 
particularly for the lesser travelled ways. Cement concrete 
roadway pavements have been greatly improved in design 
and construction in the past few years. The cost has been 
gradually decreasing from the peak. It is a matter for 
serious consideration whether or not this material should 
be used in future surfacing of some of our more important 
thoroughfares as the need developes. It is a material that 
is finding greatly increased use and favor for suburban 
and inter-city use. 

Fewer streets have been laid out and built under the 
betterment act by the city than the previous year, as the 
demand appears to have been less, notwithstanding the 
abnormal amount of dwelling house construction. 

As the city has adopted no board of survey act, it has 
Jio control over the location of new street’s in estates being 
cut up for land development. In the majority of cases, 
however, the City Engineer is consulted by private en¬ 
gineers or their clients when laying out such properties and 
preliminary plans submitted for his approval. This practice 
tends to obviate frequently what might otherwise prove an 
undesirable situation. 

Sometimes I wonder whether or not the city is aiding 
too much real estate speculators. With the great develop¬ 
ment which is bound to come and which is already on the 
way, I submit for your consideration whether the policy 
adopted of laying out streets under the Betterment Act 
should be continued or whether private owners should be 
required to finance their own projects under the supervision 
of the city and according to specifications furnished by it. 

Except for the Charles River Country Club, the Oak 
Hill section of the city has been comparatively stagnant as 
to development for many years. A considerable section of 
the more desirable part of this portion of the city has been 
acquired by certain interests and plans are being formulated 
for its development on an extended scale, which it is ex¬ 
pected will shortly be submitted to the Board of Aldermen. 
They should be carefully considered. 

An unusually large amount of sidewalk construction 
has bene done, cement concrete being used in all new work 
to the practical exclusion of the old form of tar concrete 
construction. 

The usual amount of lateral sanitary sewer con¬ 
struction has been done to provide for the needs in that 
line for the increased development of the city. The time 
is rapidly approaching when it may be necessary to expend 
a substantial amount for intercepting or additional trunk 
sewers to relieve some of the present trunk sewers. The 
form and extent of this work will largely depend on the 
future sewerage work to be done in this locality by the 
Metropolitan District Commission, which will probably not 
be postponed many years, as at times the capacity of the 
Metropolitan sewer along the banks of the Charles River 
has been taxed beyond the proper limit it was designed to 
carry. 

The numerous heavy rainfalls in June demonstrated 
the need of additional surface drainage works and of an 
increased future provision for drain maintenance. I 
recommend that greater attention than has been the case 
in the recent past be given to these important matters. 

The heavy precipitation was of decided benefit to the 
city’s water works as, combined with the cooler weather, 
a repetition of the excessive water consumptioa during the 
corresponding the previous year was avoided. 


The great number of new buildings erected has also 
called for a corresponding amount of work in laying of 
water service pipes and of many new drains. The chief of 
the fire department has, for a number of years past, 
recommended a large number of new hydrants for 
adrlitional and adequate fire protection. This is an important 
matter for your consideration. 

As called to the attention of previous boards, much 
improvement can be made in the water distribution system 
by the elimination of numerous dead ends and the installa¬ 
tion of additional large mains to provide better circulation 
and an unfailing sufficient supply for fire protection. 

Experiences a year ago last summer indicate quite 
clearly the ne:d of increased carrying capacity in water 
mains on certain elevations, namely, West Newton, Farlow, 
Hunnewell Hills and Mt. Ida, the flow in which can be 
materially increased at comparatively small cost by replac¬ 
ing the 6" line with 8" in Lenox street between Highland 
and Otis, replacing 6" pipe with 8” in Waverly avenue between 
Tremont and Washington streets and laying a 6" main from 
Langdon street to Surrey road. Also the completion of the 
12" line in Mill street between Walnut and Centre. 

The New England Insurance Exchange is at the 
present time making an inspection of conditions in this city 
for the purpose of ascertaining the few things Newton 
must do in order to qualify as a Gass A City. 

All has been done except making the hydrant tests 
and these have been postponed awaiting consecutive days 
of mild weather. The ins pection is otherwise completed 
and a report may be expected in the near future. 

A hearing has been held by the State Department of 
Health on the taking of the strip of river frontage between 
Bernard street and the Charles River, in the rear of the 
Upper Falls pumping station. Investigations required by 
this department as to whether the ground water in this 
strip of land forms a part of the sub-surface supply drawn 
on by the citys collecting conduit on the opposite side of 
the river are now being made by the Engineering Depart¬ 
ment, working in conjunction with the engineering depart¬ 
ment of the State Department of Health. 

It is of interest to note what former Board of W'ater 
Commissioners had to say on this matter in a report to the 
City Council, November 1, 1877. I quote as follows:— 

“It seems to us a matter by no means foreign to this re¬ 
port to suggest to the City Council the expediency of negoti¬ 
ating with riparian owners for the purchase of the lowlands 
bordering Charles River, lying between the new Needham 
bridge and Kenrick’s bridge. If by concert with other towns 
on the river lowlands above Kenrick’s bridge on both banks to 
or beyond Mother Brook could all be acquired for the public 
benefit the purity of the water would be more effectually main¬ 
tained, and a noble public park might be acquired, embracing a 
river within its bounds.” 

Much of the health and comfort of a city is due to freedom 
from mosquitoes, an insect which is always extremely annoying 
and sometimes exceedingly dangerous as a disease carrier. Of 
the twenty to thirty species to be found in this locality, the 
most dangerous to encounter is the specie which transmits ma¬ 
laria, although the common house mosquito and the marsh 
mosquitoes are sufficiently undesirable in themselves. 

Many people are unfamiliar with the fact that the state 
now has. a drainage board, created under General Laws, and 
composed of a member of the Department of Public Health 
and a member of the Department of Agriculture. Briefly, this 
Board is authorized, on petition of the proprietors, to investi¬ 
gate the general question of the use and improvement of wet 
lands, and disseminate facts of general interest in relation 
thereto, together with recommndations as to the best methods 
of drainage thereof. The work of the Board is done through 
the appointment of district drainage commissioners having 
charge of making the necessary improvements, and the cost 
may be assessed in the form of betterments. The affiliated 
Technical Societies of Boston propose to appoint a committee 
including representatives of the municipal engineering depart¬ 
ments of the Metropolitan District to study and report on 
recommendations as to mosquito elimination and control in the 
district and the conclusions reached by this committee undoubt¬ 
edly will be of help in abating the mosquito nuisance in certain 
sections of our city. 

The schools of the city are meeting the requirements in 
the educational field. The purpose of education is to develop, 
enrich, and mature personality as well as to thoroughly ground 
students in reading, writing, arithmetic, etc. Youth is our 
greatest asset and every effort to make it mentally, physically, 
and morally fit should be encouraged. Our future citizens are 
the boys and girls of to-day. To get them headed right so 
that in years to come they will think straight and act right is 
the great aim which the modem educator has in view. 

The requests of the School Committee have received care¬ 
ful consideration and there has been cooperation all along the 
line, possibly because so many of us have been trained in our 
schools and appreciate their value. The Frank Ashley Day 
. •' (Continued on Page 8) . * 
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Junior High School has been occupied, the Davis School is un¬ 
der construction, and on March 1st it is hoped that the new 
Underwood School will be started. Bids have already been re¬ 
ceived and the lowest figure for any building of its kind in this 
vicinity is assured. An appropriation will be asked for in due 
season. A new gymnasium at the High School is one of the 
city’s greatest needs. 

In the death of Michael Noone the School Department 
lost a faithful janitor and the teachers and pupils at the Frank¬ 
lin School a good friend. 

Mrs. Peabody’s retirement from the School Committee 
marks the end of long public service appreciated fully only by 
those w*ho have seen her at close range at her work. 

Playground and recreation work has been carried on with 
increasing interest during the past year. Twilight recreation 
has proved most popular. Many fine baseball games have been 
played during the summer evenings, furnishing pleasure not 
only for the players but for thousands of our citizens. The 
resurfacing of the West Newton Playground was a success 
and has given the city one of the best and fastest diamonds in 
the country. 

There are needs for the future which must be met from 
time to time as our city grows. I will mention some of them 
at this time in order that we may get a vein of the whole situa¬ 
tion and intelligently make our choices as to what we will at¬ 
tempt the present year. 

One of the great needs of the day is an enclosed athletic 
field. Claflin Field is insufficient. Such a field would benefit 
not only High School athletics but private clubs as well. I 
believe that such a field would pay for itself in Newton as it 
has elsewhere. 

Another need is for a Sanitary Building and Field House 
at Cabot Park and Bullough’s Pond. This work should be 
undertaken this year. 

The Playground Commissioners are giving serious study 
to the future needs of the city in the line of parks and play¬ 
grounds. This is wise city planning and should be encouraged. 
Open spaces for active and quiet forms of recreation will be 
more and more needed with the rapid growth of population. 

The citizens of Nonantum, with the help of city-wide sup¬ 
port. have taken a step in the right direction by buying and pre¬ 
senting to the city land for a neighborhood playground just off 
Adams Street in one of the most densely populated districts in 
the entire city*. This sort of municipal spirit should be en¬ 
couraged and necessary construction work in that spot should 
be started at once. 

Newton Lower Falls does not yet own a playground. 
Land now used for this purpose is ideal and should be ac¬ 
quired before it is lost for good. 

The playground at Upper Falls is already too small, and 
the one at Newton Highlands too narrow. The swampy land 
on the South side ought to be added and developed and thereby 
reclaimed for useful purposes. 

Thompsonville has as yet no city-owned playground, al¬ 
though through the kindness of the management of the Theo¬ 
logical Institution some of its land is now used. This region 
is growing in population and land should be acquired in the 
near future. 

The whole of the Chestnut Hill section is without any 
playground or park^ The time will come when the acquisition 
of land for such purpose will be demanded by the people there, 
and if not carefully planned may become an expensive propo¬ 
sition. 

The Steams and Allison Playgrounds are greatly in need 
of improvement. The kindness of the owners of Victory Field 
helps out greatly in that district. 

The West Newton Playground is altogether too small. 
There is much swampy land in that neighborhood not far from 
the playground itself. Good city planning demands the elimi¬ 
nation of these swamps by the gradual filling with ashes. By 
doing this West Newton might have a 16-acre park and play¬ 
ground in the future with comparatively little expense. 

The Waban playground lost two tennis courts by the erec¬ 
tion of the Angier School. This is a serious loss to that dis¬ 
trict and courts should be restored for those who do not liave 
access to private clubs. 

The Burr playground is without lights. This greatly hin¬ 
ders supervision during the evening. Lights should l>e in¬ 
stalled there. 

Winter recreation facilities should be encouraged in this 
city. As a health measure they are unequalled in effectiveness. 
The success of skating is noteworthy. In this work Newton 
has become a model for many other cities and towns. A to¬ 
boggan slide might well be added to wliat we now have. The 
matter of a municipally owned golf course is being agitated 
in many cities in the state and throughout the nation. Many 
municipalities in the United States have such a course. We 
should seriously consider whether sUch an innovation will be 
one of Newton’s future needs. 

Care and maintenance of playgrounds are just as impor¬ 
tant as supervision and direction. Both should receive liberal 


appropriations thereby making steady 'progress possible and 
keeping them neat and safe. 

After close observation I am fully persuaded that play¬ 
ground activities have an important bearing on the development 
of citizenship and are a large factor in keeping the city free 
from disease and crime. 

The size of the vote cast at recent elections here and else¬ 
where, demonstrates that either through carelessness or in¬ 
difference many of our citizens fail to do their full duty, in this 
land of the free, toward city, state, and nation. 

In these days in which we are living, intelligent partici¬ 
pation by the entire body of citizens is needed in government. 
This is the need rather than the dissipation of energy by try¬ 
ing to think up new forms and fancy experiments in govern¬ 
ment. 

The welfare of the people demands improvement of the 
present forms of government, not experimentation in new 
forms. 

Politics is the science of government. We all ought to be 
politicians, .because the politician in the largest sense, is the 
man or woman who studies his or her government. 

Unless we, the people, perform our duty at the polls we 
cannot be sure that the United States will remain a great re¬ 
public. 

Men and women must be chosen to office in the future 
who do not place self interest above the general good. 

In our own city and in every city there are individuals 
whose civic loyalty is a matter of pride and honor to the 
municipality, but cities vary greatly in their interest in civic 
problems and the loyalty of the average citizen. 

A few individuals can never make the city spirit. That 
great function must lie with all the people. The spirit may 
be stimulated and even guided by a few, but it cannot be 
moulded. 

Let us then, as servants of the people, set a high standard 
and strive with all our people for a civic spirit which will en¬ 
able all of us to live in Christian fellowship, loyally united in 
the support of the enterprises of good citizenship. 

When community spirit is sweetest, when neighbor lives 
and works most heartily with neighbor, when all social groups 
spring forward most promptly and continue most unreservedly 
to further enterprises for the good of all, differences of race 
and creed and social standing are automatically submerged. 

The more thought I give to the matter the stronger my 
conviction is that an All-Newton Community Spirit is possible 
in this the Garden City in days of peace as it was in days of war. 

It is possible if we as a people follow the example of two men, 
who up to a short time ago made their home in this village 
where City Hall is located, but who made their influence felt 
throughout the city. They left us to take up their citizenship in 
that other city which lies beyond the streams of faith. 

Both clergymen, devoting their efforts toward getting peo¬ 
ple to go out into this iron age and practice the Golden Rule. 

One spent a life pastorate among us, the other was with 
us during his later years. One was a Unitarian, the other a 
Catholic—members of different branches of the Christian 
Church than that in which I was reared and yet both rising 
to those higher heights of citizenship and education which en¬ 
abled them to see beyond the fictitious distinctions of society, 
the prejudices of religion and the pecuniary conditions of life 
and recognize a real man and a real woman whenever and 
wherever they saw them. That after all is the purpose of edu¬ 
cation and of life. 

I pause to pay my tribute to the finest sort of citizenship 
as exemplified by Rev. Julian C. Jaynes and Rev. John F. 
Keleher. 

“But in their duty prompt at every call, 

They watched, and wept; They prayed and felt for all; 
And as a bird each fond endearment tries 
To tempt its new-fledged offspring to the skies; 

They tried each art, reproved each dull delay, 

Allured to brighter world, and led the way.” 

In that spirit of unselfish service let us go forward. And, 
Gentlemen, as we take up the duties assigned to us let us re¬ 
solve to do our best. No man can do better than his best, but 
most men can do better than they think is their best. 

Let us remember that we are public servants. An elected 
official is destined to failure who forgets that fact. 

The order at the Mayor’s Office has always been, “Admit 
anyone who wants to see the Mayor—man, woman, or little 
child.” 

Many problems face us and we need the other fellow’s 
viewpoint before we form our judgments. 

Let us get all the light we can and then make our de¬ 
cisions. 

Let us reason together and not fight. 

Let us disctlss and not dispute and, above all, let us 
strive to settle all questions in the spirit of friendship and 
fairness and democracy. 

If we can do this I am sure that 1923 will be a happy 
year for us and happier still for those whose happiness de¬ 
pends on us.

IN THE SOUTH SEA ISLANDS r 


Trader and Planter Not In Need of 
Pity, According to Writer in the 
Asia Magazine. 

It Is customary to waste n lot of 
pity on the trader and the planter In 
remote places—lonely outposts of 
civilization—but, from my observa¬ 
tion, they do not need pity, declares 
a writer In Asia Magazine. The man 
who stays in the islands Is fitted for 
life there; If he Isn’t, he doesn't stay, 
and, if he docs stay, he can retire af¬ 
ter 15 er ‘20 years, with a tidy for¬ 
tune. 

Of course, the road to fortune is a 
long and hard one. The average 
planter starts out with a little capltul 
—say $500. He purchases a plot of 
land. The price lie pays depends upon 
the locality In which he buys. In re¬ 
gions where the natives are still fair¬ 
ly unsophisticated lie may get his 
land for almost nothing. Even where 
the natives are most astute, he can buy 
a squnre mile for what he would pay 
for an acre back home. Ills next 
step Is to get Ids Ia v nd cleared. To 
that end he buys a whaleboat and 
goes out to recruit natives to act as 
luborers. lie needs five or six blacks. 
They will build ids house and clear 
his land and plant ids coconuts. Since 
it takes seven years for the coconuts 
fb mnture, sweet potatoes and cotton 
must lie plnnted between the rows 
of trees. The sweet potntoes, with a 
little rice, will furnish all the food 
required by the blacks. The cotton, 
If the planter is diligent and lucky, 
will pay current expenses until the 
coconuts begin bearing. 

Though his small capital of $500 
inny he eaten up early in the game, 
the settler need not despair. The big 
trading companies that do business 
In the islands, will see him through 
If he shows any signs of being made 
of the right stuff. They will give him 
credit for food and supplies, and they 
will provide him with knives, calico 
and tobacco, which he can bnrter with 
the blacks for the sandal-wood and 
copra that will help balance Ids ac¬ 
count with the companies. And after 
the first trying seven years ids troubles 
are about over—if lie can get labor 
enough to keep his plantation going. 


POSSIBLE LIFE ON PLANETS 


Existence on Moon, Jupiter, Saturn, 
Mercury, Uranus, Neptune, Im¬ 
probable, Scientists Say. 

The possible existence of life on the 
planets has lately been discussed In n 
most interesting manner by American 
astronomers. This is n summary of 
the conclusions of these scientists up¬ 
on the question. It is considered that 
the existence of a high form of life 
on the moon, Jupiter, Saturn, Mer¬ 
cury, Uranus or Neptune Is extremely 
Improbable. Although Venus grently 
resembles the earth, It Is generally be¬ 
lieved by astronomers that the day 
and the year of the planet are of equal 
duration. In thnt case no life con 
exist upon It. Concerning Mars, astron¬ 
omers are not agreed os to whether 
the much-discussed markings are ca¬ 
nals or merely earthquake cracks. 
There ore no permanent bodies of wa¬ 
ter on the planet. The best that can 
be said Is that, although the tempern- 
ture on Mars Is very low, there may 
he on the planet, to a limited extent, 
the conditions essential to life; prob¬ 
ably only vegetable and low-order nni- 
mnl life, but no beings of intelligence. 


Fur Animals Increase in Kentucky. 

Fur-henring animals are on the in¬ 
crease in Kentucky ns a result of the 
protection afforded by the state game 
law. The rnccoon, opossum, mink, 
weasel, fitter and muskrat are re¬ 
ported In larger numbers by trappers 
who In the open season collect the 
skins In pnying quantities. Until 
adequate protection was afforded by 
the drastic gome law some of the 
species had almost disappeared from 
Kentucky, but under the new order 
the stock seems to have been appreci¬ 
ably replenished all over the state. 
The beaver still Is found in some sec¬ 
tions of the state and only recently a 
large colony was discovered In a 
western county, where the animals 
had dammed a creek. 


Train Insects to Eat Insects. 

An ingenious scheme for ridding our 
gardens of insect pests has been sug¬ 
gested by a Richmond entomologist. 
Ills plan Is to train harmless insects 
to kill and eat injurious grubs and 
files. Experiments which have been 
made met with considerable success. 
It Is well known that certain Insects 
are the enemies of other creatures 
which are garden pests. They lay 
their eggs la convenient spots, often 
in the actual nesting places of their 
enemies, and when the young come 
to life they feed on the eggs. Scien¬ 
tists are attempting to train these In¬ 
sects to feed upon harmful creatures 
which at present they do not regard 
us enemies.—London Tlt-Blts. 


Hair Dressing. 

In Frunce women are dressing the 
hair to make the head look as small 
as possible. The locks are pulled 
straight back and coiled at the neck 
with the greatest simplicity. There 
is a tendency over there to keep the 
outline of the head small, but the hair 
is arranged softly about the face. 
This Is much more tlulterliig to the 
uverage woman.

GO ABROAD FOR OPPORTUNITY 


“Go West" Slogan Now Passe; Better 
Chance for Young Man in the 
Foreign Countries. 

Probably no saying of Horace Gree¬ 
ley, the beacon light of multitudes of 
three-quarters of u century ago. was 
more widely read, more generally fol¬ 
lowed, or longer remembered than his 
continually reiterated exhortation, 
"Young man, go West!” 

That, says the Son Francisco Chron¬ 
icle, was a satisfactory way of re¬ 
lieving what was then thought con¬ 
gestion of population in eastern com¬ 
munities, but it no longer answers the 
purpose. Today the place for the en¬ 
terprising young man to look for Is 
in some undeveloped foreign country. 
It will he a new thought to most of us 
that the time has come when we must 
consider emigration ns well ns immi¬ 
gration—that there are lunds of oppor¬ 
tunity other than our own. 

This was emphasized recently by 
Frank D. Waterman, n name Well 
known to those who do not habitually 
use n typewriter, with special refer¬ 
ence to the centenary celebration 
which begins at Rio Janeiro, Brazil, 
next September. It hns become a ne¬ 
cessity with us, ns it has long been 
with overpopulated Europe, to seek 
outlets in foreign countries for the sur¬ 
plus products of our workers. The 
one way to do It Is by commercial mis¬ 
sionaries going to foreign countries 
while still forming their minds and 
staying there. That Is the way Europe 
has built up trade In undeveloped 
countries. That is the way we must 
adopt if we expect to successfully com¬ 
pete with those countries. 


ESKIMO HAS EAR FOR MUSIC 


Natives of the Arctic Regions Have 
Exclusive Right to Their Own 
Compositions. 

Knut Rasmussen and Fridtjof Nan¬ 
sen and also Hlnrich Johannes Rink, 
who was sent north years ago by 
Lady Franklin to find her husband, 
have given to the world valuable 
facts about the customs and lives of 
the Eskimos. Christian Leden’s 
unique contribution from the arctic 
regions is In the field of music. For 
yenrs he studied and faithfully tran¬ 
scribed the Innult melodies. Each 
Eskimo, he soys, Is obliged to com¬ 
pose Ids own song, and no person 
may sing the song of another with¬ 
out first obtaining permission. The 
mother hns her cradle song, Infinitely 
low and sweet. The hunter hns his 
song of the chase, clear and bold. 
Even the bad man of the tribe hns 
his song, and It was quick and ap¬ 
propriately brazen. 

Harmony has not been developed 
among the Eskimos. They sing only 
in unison. But their melodies are 
weird and wistful, often consisting 
of only two or three motives, which 
nro strangely effective. 

It Is during the long polar night 
that the Eskimo hns time to rest In 
his Igloo and sing his songs. 


British Silver Stamping Explained. 

In tlds country the word sterling, 
when stamped on silver, means simply 
that the manufacturer declares the 
article to be made of silver eleven- 
twelfths fine; but the British marks, 
arranged in column, give a sort of his¬ 
tory of the article. Usually the first 
mark is tlie maker’s sign; next comes 
a mark tlmt shows where the article 
was made—for London, n leopard’s 
head; for Birmingham, an anchor; 
nml for Shefiield, famous for its silver, 
a crown. Dublin has the Irish harp, 
and Chester uses the city arms. The 
third mark, n lion, indicates the stan¬ 
dard of fineness. The date mark, a 
letter, usually comes last. Since each 
city uses a different system for in¬ 
dicating the year when the article was 
mode, it Is necessary to know the 
"plate” of the town in order to find 
the date of a particular piece.

Speaking at the Institute of Hy¬ 
giene, London, Dr. E. M. Corner, sur¬ 
geon to St. Thomas’ hospital, said 
that when a person became worked 
out, run down or depressed the re¬ 
action was due to acid In the system. 
An antidote to acid was an alkaline 
such as bicarbonate of soda. The 
amount to be given depended on the 
patient and should be gauged by the 
reaction under treatment. The use of 
gas for operations was slowly com¬ 
ing in again and would In time sup¬ 
plant tlie other anaesthetics.

“THE BIBLE AND THE SPADE" 

Sub|ect of the Opening Rally oi Norumbega 
School ol Religious Education 


In spite of the bad weather eondi-1 
Moot, thf opening rally of the Norum¬ 
bega School of Religious Education 
was held at the Central Church, New- 
tonville, last. Monday evening. Presi¬ 
dent Fred L. Smith of the District 
Association presided. Rev. H. E. 
Levoy of the Reth Eden Church, Wal¬ 
tham, led the devotional service, after 
which Professor A. E. Bailey of Bos¬ 
ton University gave an address on 
“The Bible and the Spade.” 

"Most illuminating;” "that was 
worth swimming for;” “I call it a 
buraing shame that hundreds of people 
couldn’t get out to hear that talk!”— 
these were a few of the many remarks 
heard after the address, and for the 
benefit of those hundreds who would 
like to have heard the address, a gist 
of it is given here, though it is impos¬ 
sible through a written report to pass 
on the spirit of romance and charm 
which is felt by all who listen to Pro¬ 
fessor Bailey. 

“How very romantic to be a grave- 
’ digger! At least in old Egypt! What 
must be the feeling of those men who, 
after a long search and with one final 
blow of the pick, break into a large 
chamber dug out of the solid rock, 
which no man has seen since it was 
sealed up in the 14th century before 
Christ? It is a great privilege to thus 
find oneself hack most vividly in those 
olden times, face to face with the very 
kings and their servants who were the 
moderns of their day. 

“It is through the use of the spade 
’that the Bible, during the past fifty 
years has been illumined and corro 


borated In a most striking way. And 
the Biiile sorely needed this. For 1700 
years the Bible wus a solitary book, 
the only survival of many ancient 
civilizations which were comtempor- 
ary with the Hebrew nation, but whose 
records had been completely lost. 
Nineveh, Babylon, Persia—these civili¬ 
zations, great in their time, were 
wiped out by a series of wars, only 
ruins and devastation left. Palaces 
fell to pieces, rains dissolved the 
bricks of public buildings. Only shape¬ 
less mounds were left. Even the 
memory of the lunguaga was lost. 

‘‘Egypt fared no better; one race 
after another came to rob and plunder 
and burn. Cities were razed to the 
ground and covered by the ages, and 
lost. The language became a pictures¬ 
que wonder. And so the Bible remain¬ 
ed the only survival of the past, and 
no knowledge was at hand to verify 
the facts of the Bible through the his¬ 
tory of other nations of that day. No 
wonder the Bible was misunderstood 
then deified, until people thought the 
Bible should not be studied like other 
books, but put on a pedestal and called 
infallible. 

“Then the romance began. On one 
of Napoleon's great military expedi¬ 
tions to Egypt, an engineer was dig¬ 
ging the foundations of a fort. He 
came upon a stone tablet some two 
and a half feet square, on which was 
an inscription in three different langu¬ 
ages, Greek, demotic and hierogly¬ 
phics. This tablet was taken to France 
A great French linguist finally suc-

Annual Meeting Next Tuesday Evening

Among the many new hills intro¬ 
duced for enactment at the 1923 ses¬ 
sion of the Massachusetts Legislature 
there are few, if any, that promise to 
he of such vital importance to Newton 
as the hill introduced by the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, through its 
Committee on Municipal and Metro- 
pilitan Affairs and its Committee on 
Public Utilities, to create a Metropoli¬ 
tan Planning Commission. This in¬ 
volves a plan to apply the principle of 
city planning to Boston and its en¬ 
virons. treating the entire Metropoli¬ 
tan District in a broader but similar 
manner as municipal planning is 
treated by the local planning boards 
of the various cities. The bill, if en¬ 
acted. will confer mandatory powers 
upon the proposed commission to lay 
out an<l construct roads, bridges, and 
other facilities as are of a metropolitan 
character, the cost to be replaced by 
apportionment among the cities and 
towns of the entire district. 

Appreciating the importance of the

association affiliated with tho cfinm- 
bcr. This will be in a position to initi¬ 
ate and dovelop activities of its own, 
aside from the broader activities of 
tin* Chamber. The?* above committee 
will serve as the hoard of directors of 
this division and. beginning with the 
meeting on next Monday, will meet 
regularly and frequently in accordance 
with a schedule to be adopted at the 
initial meeting. 

President Frank L. Richardson of 
the Chamber has appointed the follow¬ 
ing to serve as a “Commuters Com¬ 
mittee” of the Chamber, Elliot B.

Edward N. Coding of Newton 
Centre, Henry L. Goodman of Auburn- 
dab*, and E. Payson Upham Jr., of 
Waban. It will In* the purpose of this 
committee to carefully analyze all rail 
and trolley service between the several 
Newtons and Boston, with a view of 
securing all possible changes and lm 
provements that will in any way serve 
tlie comfort and convenience of New 
ton citizens, and to receive complaints 
and suggestions of a constructive type 
from any member of tlie Chamber. 

In accordance with recent action by 
the Board of Directors, President 
Richardson has also appointed a 
special committee to co-operate with 
and assist the special aldermanic com¬ 
mittee, of which Ex-Alderman Philip 
Nichols is chairman, in developing a 
traffic ordinance that will give similar 
advantages to Newton as are enjoyed 
by other cities that have made a 
special study of local traffic conditions 
and have given their citizens tlie pro¬ 
tection and convenience to be derived 
from aldermanic action of this type.

TIIK BIBLE AND TIIK SPADE’’ 

(Continued From Pnge 1) 

ceecled in comparing the Greek with 
the picture language, and ho de¬ 
ciphered thiH ancient picture puzzle. 
This was In 1822, just otie century ago. 

On tlie basis of this work, secrets 
have been unlocked and monument 
afior monument found and read. 

How did tills discovery affect the 
Bible? We know, of course, that the 
Hebrew nation was horn in Egypt in 
bondage. Egypt looms largo all 
through the Old Testament history. 
The events of the days of Joseph live 
again for us. We know now why the 
caravan which took Joseph to Egypt 
was loaded with spices, halm and 
myrrh; these were the substances need¬ 
ed in great quantities to embalm the 
bodies of Egyptians. Sculpture on the 
walls of those old tombs depicts the 
kind of life that Joseph found in 
Egypt. The prison life is shown, the 
but lor and the baker pictured at their 
daily duties in the court, shaved ofll- 
•ials are shown—it was official eti¬ 
quette to he completely shaven for 
court ceremony in those days. One 
especially significant relief shows how 
fared with the man whom the 
Pharoah delighted to honor. Here we 
see the Pharoah and his courtiers, the 
signet ring and the chains of gold, as 
they are being handed with great 
formality to some official to whom the 
king is thus giving authority for some 
purpose. These signet rings were 
signs of such authority; every official 
and even business men had to have 
them. As a result, many rings are 
being found in tombs and may be ob¬ 
tained by tourists. (After the lecture. 
Professor Bailey showed such a ring 
to those interested.) Pictures are 
found also of storehouses being filled 
with grain, a ladder on the outside, 
men carrying sacks back and forth, 
and a scribe at the base of the store¬ 
house, keeping a record. Even models, 
as well as pictures of these store¬ 
houses are found in tombs; the idea 
being that these men who lived in 
luxury on this earth had these models 
placed in their tombs, so that when 
they came to life or went into the next 
world, they would command these 
models of men to come to life and 
supply them witlT all the luxuries en¬ 
joyed in their life time! 

The days of Moses also live for us. 
The body of Ramesis 11. thought by 
scholars to bo the Pharoah of the op 
preBsion, lias been found, well pre¬ 
served. inside a marvelous temple, 
carved out of solid huge rock. On the 
outside of this temple are four statues 
of this Pharoah, each 70 feet high. One 
of the pedestals shows rows and rows 
of slaves at work, with ropes on their 
necks; Ethiopian slaves on one side. 
Asiatic slaves, doubtless including 
Hebrews, on another side. How this 
shows us that slavery was the founda¬ 
tion of the throne of Raineses, the man 
who ruled with a rod of iron. 

“Another old civilization bearing on 
Bible history, was unlocked in 1845. 
when Henry Rollins found in the 
Persian mountains a great rocky pre¬ 
cipice 1700 feet high, and 300 feet up 
on one side were several panels cover¬ 
ed tvith sculpture and marks resemb- 
ing hen-tracks. At tlie risk of his life. 
Rollins constructed wooden scaffolds 
and laboriously copied every square 
inch of these panels. Twenty years 
later, he had old Persia deciphered for 
us. Excavations began, nnd as a re¬ 
sult we have bushels of books—not 
hooks in our sense of the term, hut 
tablets of clay, covered with cuneiform 
lettering which can be read and which 
gives us knowledge concealed for over 
30 centuries from the world. 

“Another especially interesting dis¬ 
covery came In 1SS7, when a local 
Egyptian dealer in antiques made it 
trip on foot through southern Egypt, 
and found that one of the peasants 
had dug up on his Hit of a farm some 
300 pieces of stone which looked about 
like our shredded wheat biscuits. This 
dealer bargained for a day with t lie 
peasant woman, and finally paid her 
for the whole lot the sum of $lu, which 
looked large to her. The dealer took 
these shredded wheat biscuits to his 
shop, and gradually the knowledge of 
their discovery became known to 
scholars, and the sale began. The first 
ten. the dealer sold for $25 apiece. 
Gradually others were sold, and the 
last three broken tablets brought $750 
a piece! What were these? They were 
the famous Tel-el-Amarna letters, the 
royal correspondence between the sub¬ 
ject kings of Canaan and the Pharoalis 
of Egypt, about the year 1400 B. C. 
They describe the raids and conquests 
of a certain group of people whom 
they call the “Habiri,” and they send 
urgent messages to Egypt for help, 
lest these invaders take all their cities, 
and there be left no kingdom subject 
to Egypt in that part of the world. 
Who were these “Habiri?” It is 
believed that they were the Hebrews,! 
either those under Abraham, or under | 
Jacob, or under Joshua. Modern 
scholars incline at present to think 
these letters refer to the conquest of 
Canaan by Joshua, because of the fact 
I bat there are no letters found from 
the towns of Jericho. Al, Bethel, and 
others which we know from the Bible 
were already in the hands of Joshua 
and his troops. 

Other very interesting discoveries 
might he described at length, hut these 
facts show the significance of the ex¬ 
cavations for the Bible student. A law 
code older than that of Moses, and 
even older then Abraham, has been 
discovered; it is called the Hammurabi 
Code, nnd shows the complex typo of 
civilization and the laws needed In 
Bnhvlon in tho days when Abraham 
migrated to Canaan. 

Confirmations of later history, such 
as tho time of Ahab. are found by 
other excavations. Difficult and little- 
understood Bible passages are explain¬ 
ed. It is due to many of these recent 
remarkable discoveries and unlock¬ 
ing of ancient secrets that we are able 
to find new meanings and assess now 
values to the Bible more than ever be¬ 
fore ill the world’s history.

I NDKR THE GILDED DOME 

The Great and General Court has 
been marking time this week waiting 
for the time limit to expire tomorrow 
afternoon for the filing of new hills. 

The committees are beginning to or¬ 
ganize and hearings will soon he as¬ 
signed on mostly minor matters. Rep¬ 
resentative Saltonstall has been se¬ 
lect cd as clerk of the committee on 
Judiciary, a place where lie will have 
considerable valuable experience. 

The writer has been somewhat sur¬ 
prised at the interest which has been 
taken by both the “drys” and the 
“wets” particularly the latter, on his 
hill to make the Massachusetts legal 
definition of intoxicating liquors, co¬ 
incide with that of the Federal law as 
well as the standard in most of the 
states of the I'nion. To our mind, it 
seems as if there would he as much 
objection to a hill which sought to cor- 
red a statute which declared that 2 
plus 2 equalled 5. For that is practi¬ 
cally the situation so far as Massa¬ 
chusetts is concerned. For its pres¬ 
ent standard of 2.75*7 alcohol con¬ 
flicts with the Federal and consequent¬ 
ly the fundamental standard of one 
half of one per cent. What possible 
harm can come from making a uni¬ 
form standard? 

The writer has also filed a hill to 
make innholders and common victual¬ 
lers forfeit their licenses to do busi¬ 
ness when they or their servants al¬ 
low the exposure or drinking of intox¬ 
icating liquors on their licensed prem¬ 
ise. this hill is to prevent the use of 
liquor in public dining rooms which is 
brought into the building by the 
guests. It is thought that the forfeit¬ 
ure of his license will cause the licen¬ 
see to be much stricter than at pres¬ 
ent in such cases. 

Representative Whidden of Brook¬ 
line has started something with his 
bill which establishes a commission 
to determine if it is practical to abol¬ 


ish our county officers anti transfer 
their present functions to state or 
municipal authorities. The row over 
state control of penal Institutions will 
he child’s play to what this measure 
will bring about. 

What with a proposed new state 
prison, Metropolitan planning commis¬ 
sion. new railroad facilities for Bos¬ 
ton. new bridges and numerous hills 
affecting the government of Boston, 
the present session seems to have sttffi- 
elent work ahead of It to last several 
months.

To say the 
least, the situation is exceedingly 
ominous. One is naturally led to ask 
the question, Would it have been dif¬ 
ferent had tlie United States been 
more than a mere observer at the de¬ 
liberations?

Eddy is striving to arouse the lead¬ 
ers to a realization of the injustice 
of the present system and efforts are 
being made to prevent children under 
twelve working in the factories.

Mrs. Brant spoke of the poverty 
of India, largely the result of crude 
agricultural methods. And yet India 
is a great absorber of bullion and 
owns much of the gold and silver of 
tlie world.

Hartford said the virtue of the Hindu 
is to stay just where he is, neither 
raise nor lower his social position. 
Even a child of five refused to model 
in clay for fear of being degraded to 
the potters’ caste. Miss Sherman 
told of tlie religions, which include 
one million gods. 

Mrs. Boyden, in her usual delight¬ 
ful way, told a story, "Behind Teak- 
wood Windows,” showing the long¬ 
ing of the young secluded women 
for a larger life and the happiness 
which comes with enlightenment.

SCHOOL NOTES 

Edited by Dorothy Drake 

Simms School ( onlro 
Annual Meeting 

The annual meeting of the Stearns 
School Centre was held on Tuesday, 
January 16. in the church parlors of 
Grace Church, Newton. The meeting 
was in charge of the Vice President, 
Mrs. Samuel W. Bridges ami was call 
cd to order at 3 P. M. The Secretary 
Mrs. George W. Auryansen, gnve In 
her yearly report for 1922. a resume 
of the activities of the organization 
as follows: 

“When the Day Nursery Association 
was organized In 1906. there seemed 
to he n crying need of some place 
where working mothers could leave 
their children during the day. The 
few rooms that were fitted up in the 
Boynn house were soon taxed to 
capacity. I find a record of a monthly 
attendance of 4SS children in the year 
1907. 

We are lost in admiration of the 
faithful Directors who attended to the 
endless dotiils of housing, nourishing, 
clothing and entertaining such 
army of youngsters. I find on the list 
of Directors the mimes of seventeen 
who are still carrying on. Much of 
the success of the association was due 
to the initiation of Mrs. Wilkins who 
gave herself unsparingly to the work 
In the summer of 19in the first milk 
station was opened—the small begin 
ning of our health work, and about 
this time the Playground work began 
showing that already the scope of ser¬ 
vice was broadening in the minds of 
the leaders. In 1910 there were 21 
classes and clubs with an enrollment 
of 230 members in successful opera¬ 
tion at the Stearns Neighborhood 
House to where the nursery had been 
moved in the summer of 1907, and we 
find the Clerk recording the sympathy 
and generous co-operation of Dr. 
Spaulding, the Superintendent of 
Schools and of Mr. Winslow, the Prin¬ 
cipal of Stearns School. Already the 
dubs and classes were crowding the 
Neighborhood House and we were us¬ 
ing rooms at the Stearns School. In 
th annual report for January 1913, a 
committee recommended in face of 
the fact that one-half the yearly ex¬ 
penditures was for the house where 
little neighborhood work was done, 
and when the number of day nursery 
children wan constantly decreasing, 
that we give up the house and make 
the Stearns School our Centre. This 
was done in June 1913 ami in Septem¬ 
ber of that year we began a real 
School Centre with Miss Taylor in 
charge. Seventeen years in com¬ 
munity work elastic enough to change 
with changing conditions, is a long 
enough period to see results and to 
prove its worth. Always there has 
been a geuine attempt to keep close 
to the life of the community in a 
spirit of service and that this has 
been met by a sympathetic response 
on the part of the neighborhood is 
at tested by the growing relation of 
friendship between the directors who 
have stood by from the beginning and 
the families with whom we have long¬ 
est been associated. If there is some¬ 
times a regretful looking back to the 
day of small meetings it is more than 
made up hv the multiplied interests 
and broader outlook of the Stearns 
School Centre movement today. Thoj 
three things that have been specially 
stressed during the year 1922 tire the 
health work, the club work, and the 
school visits. Miss Gallagher’s milk 
station of 1910 has become a well or¬ 
ganized system of classes and clinics 
and follow-up visitation under the 
care of doctors and a trained nurse, 
financed by the Christmas Seal Fund. 
The clubs are our pride and joy. A 
Mothers’ Club of about SO women, 
self-governing and self-supporting, and 
with an increasing social conscious¬ 
ness is a real asset to the community. 
The Girls’ Club is taking its place of 
influence not only in Newton, hut in 
the National Federation. 

Gifted and charming girls go out 
as delegates to the great conventions 
and groups of them carry brightness 
and cheer to hospitals and homes for 
the aged. A new teacher in the 

teams School recently said she 
would rather teach there than in any 
other school she knew because there 
was such a splendid spirit there. 
Much is tine to the Principal. Mr. Win¬ 
slow. and the fine corps of teachers, 
hut we dare to think that our friendly 
co-operation in all the difficulties of 
such a community has a small share 
in it. 

Reports from the Treasurer. Mrs. 
W. Hermon Allen, and the head- 
worker. Miss Sara (’. Schlechter. fol¬ 
lowed. and representatives from the 
11 v<> clubs which are active at the 
Centre, gave gratifying remarks about 
their programs. Mrs. William Cyr 
spoke for the Mothers' Club. Mls3 
Anna Oliphant told about the inter¬ 
esting work in the Newton Girls’ 
Club. Miss Estelle Lefevre explained 
tin* development of the Junior Girls’ 
Club program since its organization 
in April 1921. Cecile Champagne re- 
I resented the Girls’ Scout Troop No. 
6. which meets at tin* School weekly, 
and Helen Landry brought a mess¬ 
age from the Brownies Club, the 
youngest hut one of the most enthusi¬ 
astic clubs affiliated with the Stearns 
School Centre.

and Herbert E. Locke of Newton 
Upper Falls, Retiring PVealdent 
Frank L. Richardson will continue on 
the hoard as the representative of 
Newton Highlands, as will Henry J.

The annual report of Treasurer, 
Harold Moore, showed all bills paid 
ami a small balance on hand which, 
with unpaid membership dues from 
many who joined the Chamber late 
in the year, gives the Chamber a sub¬ 
stantial amount for the beginning of 
the new year. The report of the 
auditing committee was presented by 
William M. Cahill. The annual report 
of the secretary reviewed the work 
and development of the Chamber du¬ 
ring the past year and indicated to 
some extent the plans for the Cham¬ 
ber for 1923. The report of the 
nominating committee was presented 
hv the secretary in behalf of that 
committee, which included James R. 
Chandler of Waban, chairman; Al¬ 
fred E. Alvord of Newton Centre, 
Joseph A. Bryant of Xewtonville, 
Franklin S. Hoyt of West Newton, 
and WicklifTe J. Spaulding of Auburn- 
dale. 

Professor Doten described in detail 
the Metropolitan Planning movement, 
as applied to Boston ami its environs, 
since its inception nearly twenty 
yiars ago. stating that it was believed 
that the chief reason why the plans 
<»t tin* various commissions, appointed 
through the legislature and in other 
ways, had not been adopted and car¬ 
ried out was because the reports of 
these commissions were invariably so 
comprehensive and far-reaching that 
they invariably overwhelmed and 
frightened with the magnitude of 
tin* plans proposed, the Legislature 
or other bodies to which these reports 
were submitted. The subject of Met¬ 
ropolitan Planning was so vast and 
there were so many things that might 
be recommended and that might be 
done, that the committees on Muni¬ 
cipal and Metropolitan Affairs and on 
Public Ctilities of the Boston Cham¬ 
ber had decided that no hope could 
be entertained of any actual accomp¬ 
lishment unless tin* larger subject was 
of Metropolitan Planning as a whole 
approached with a plan to accom¬ 
plish successfully one thing at a 
time, letting the broader subject 
take care of itself tor the present, or 
at least until such time as a sufficient 
number of individual improvements 
had been made as to make the general 
subject less staggering than at the 
present time. 

The whole situation had therefore 
been carefully - considered by the 
above committees of tlm Boston Cham¬ 
ber. who had decided that the most 
important subjects demanding Metro¬ 
politan consideration and treatment 
at the present time were transit and 
transportation. It was the decision of 
these committees that, if legislation 
could he secured this year that would 
lead to the solution of problems of 
this type that it was about all that 
could he imped for as a beginning at 
this time. 

Professor Doten described the two 
bills introduced in the Legislature 
this year designed to bring about the 
creation of a Metropolitan Planning 
Commission during the present year, 
the so-called Richards Bill, the Public 
l'tillties Bill, explaining the features 
of each and recommending the latter 
as ihe one finding the most favor 
with tile Boston Chamber. 

The discussion that fo!lowed was 
especially interesting and brought 
out many points of special interest to 
.Newton citizens. Among those partici¬ 
pating iu it were President Richard 
>on, James Kingman of the Newton. 
Planning Board. President Arthur VV. 
Hollis of the Newton Board of Aider- 
men. Sidney r. Porter. John T. Burns, 
Leon B. Rogers Thomas J. Sullivan, 
tmd ethers.

ing the executive and confining the 
legislative body to strictly legislative 
work.

Hearings were ordered on February

Applegarth street, Manomet road. 
Holly road. Dorset road, Larch road, 
for sewer In Applegarth street, sewer 
off Russell road, sewer in Crosby 
road, for widening Commonwealth 
iivenue, at Prince street, and for re¬ 
locating Beacon street at Langley 
road. 

Orders were adopted for $288,000 
for construction of new Underwood 
school and authorizing issue of $300.- 
000 in school bonds to pay for the 
same. 

The committee on Mayor’s address 
reported favorably on the recommend¬ 
ation that the work of assistant 
assessors ho done by police officers, 
Alderman Collins stating that the 
work would he more efficiently done, 
more polls and automobiles would he 
assessed and less time consumed. The 
matter was referred to a committee 
to draw up ail ordinance covering the 
same. 

Alderman George W. Pratt present- 
d a resolution requesting the Comp¬ 
troller to draft a financial statement 
covering the past 26 years in order, 
us he said that the hoard might have 
a clear picture of the financial history 
of the city and to prove, as he believed 
that the c ity was living well within 
Us means.

TWO MONTHS IN JAIL

The place cards, which were letter¬ 
ed by Sanford E. Thompson, also a 
descendant of Lydia Partridge Whit¬ 
ing, bore a quaint likeness of her 
daughter.

Miss Head 
stated that so far as she knows, her 
ancestress is the only woman men¬ 
tioned in the seventeen volumes of 
Massachusetts Soldiers and Sailors 
of the War of tlie Revolution." 

Miss .Head then called upon Mrs. 
Harrison Hunt to respond to the 
toast: “Lvdia Partridge Whiting.” 

Mrs. Hunt, whose home is on the San¬ 
ford place in Medway, once a part of 
tlie Whiting estate, gave breifly some 
most interesting facts regarding the 
life of her ancestress: that she was 
left a young widow with two little* 
daughters; that she cared for her 
household, ran the mill of her late 
husband, managed her nine hired 
men. and rendered service in the 
Revolutionary War. Tradition says 
that she rendered service with a gun. 

Then followed the special event of 
the day. the presentation of the char¬ 
ter by the State regent. Mrs. Frank¬ 
lin P. Shunt way. In making the pre¬ 
sentation. Mrs. Shumway spoke with 
affection of this chapter, which was 
the first one she organized after be- 1 
coming State regent. Nine of the 
forty-eight names on the charter are 
those of direct descendants of the wo¬ 
man whose name they honor.

of n small portion of the community 
for some time, but lias warranted an 
Increasing amount ol attention during 
the past three years in which its ef¬ 
forts have been more definitely ren¬ 
dered for the benefit of the cotnmunl 
ty. The Bureau has developed its ac¬ 
tivities upon specialized lines, and has 
come to represent almost a central¬ 
ized organization recognizing with a 
single purpose the demands of needy 
families ami the needs of family life in 
the city. 

While two kinds of benefits stand 
out more prominently than others, the 
work of the Imrenu Is not essentially 
that of providing medical assistance 
and financial aid to those deserving 
such succor. 

When an institution such as this be¬ 
lieves that it is entitled to general 
recognition, it is the obligation of the 
citizenry to accept the worth of its 
existence, and to give ear and pub¬ 
licity to its good works. To the young¬ 
est of children and the oldest of de¬ 
pendents, the cheer and aid of the ac¬ 
tive members of the bureau is given, 
and in numerous instances the neces¬ 
sities of many families is brought to 
the attention of other societies whose 
voluntary services are specialized in 
a slmiliar manner. 

The varieties of service run the 
gamut of legal advice to employment, 
and the direction of the children of 
families to the development of good 
feeling among the members of the 
families. The present satisfactory 
condition of many families in Newton 
can be traced to the activities of this 
bureau, which has really rescued 
much family life from more or less 
destruction. 

The work of such a bureau, be¬ 
cause it adheres to the policy of serv¬ 
ing families and family life, makes it 
:i practical central bureau about 
which much of the work of all chari¬ 
table organizations could revolve. It 
could serve to he a clearing house for 
the distribution of charitable attention 
to the needy; and. with its functioning 
as a link between the disorganized 
conditions of the community and the 
eventual salvation of the families 
forming the heavy burdens upon the 
community, it could command still 
greater attention and support than it 
is yet receiving. 

That the bureau believes in the, first 
principle of true charity, that the best 
who are deserving need only to lie en¬ 
couraged to help themselves and to 
he given assistance only at the crucial 
moment when all hope seems to lie 
dispersing, is one of the best evidences 
of the soundness of its foundation and 
the faithfulness of those who have 
given considerate service under seri¬ 
ous pressure and at times when even 
the slightest service seemed to be 
futile. 

It would appear under close inspec¬ 
tion that every case is thoroughly 
investigated, and each assisted family 
is closely watched during the recuper¬ 
ative periods. That alone should re¬ 
assure the community that the serv¬ 
ice which the bureau is rendering is 
justified and economically rendered, 
with a view to being of true economic 
value to the city, in restraining the 
decay of family life in specific families 
which would otherwise become waste 
products of the communitv. 

Dr. John Adams. President of the 
Massachusetts Association for Oc¬ 
cupational Therapy, spoke on the 
value of this work. It proved a great 
boon in the hospitals for the ex-ser¬ 
vice men and has been successfullv 
used since in civilian hospitals and 
from there followed into the homes. 
It is curative in its methods, teach¬ 
ing people to work who for years 
have felt that they could do nothing.

Dr. Lulu Hunt Peters drew a 
crowded house last Thursday after¬ 
noon for the meeting of the Newton 
Community Club, which testifies to 
the interest women have in seeing and 
hearing a person much in the public 
eye, as well as their real desire to 
know how to conform to nature’s laws 
and avoid putting on unnecessary 
weight with increasing years. Dr. 
Peters’ talk was very informal, was 
enlivened with sallies of wit, and was 
at the same time thoroughly scien¬ 
tific and for the most part full of 
common sense. Ideal weight, she 
stated, is 110 pounds for 5 feet in 
height and an additional 5%- pounds 
for each added inch. The desire to 
reduce is not merely a question of 
vanity, she said. As undernourish¬ 
ment presupposes one to certain dis¬ 
orders, so there are even more dis¬ 
orders caused by overweight, such as 
heart disease, hardening of the arter¬ 
ies, fallen arches, diabetes, etc. Dr. 
Peters stated that fats contain more 
than twice the number of calories 
than protein and carbohydrates, so 
it is necessary to cut down on the 
amount of fat in one’s diet in order 
to reduce, otherwise a balanced diet 
must be maintained. Don't reduce too 
rapidly, don’t starve the rest of the 
body, and above all, don’t take medi- 
cine to reduce unless under tin* 
scientific advice. It is not necessary 
to go hungry in order to reduce. Her 
plan was to do what she termed, 
"Shrink your stomach,” that is go 
on liquid diet for three days, after 
that, one seems not to require so 
much food, and by using judgment In 
its selection, particularly avoiding the 
fats, one may keep one’s weight down. 
A light breakfast, a light lunch and a 
moderate dinner will satisfy and at 
the same time not increase one’s 
weight. The Home Economics com¬ 
mittee of the club arranged an ex¬ 
hibit of the different kinds of food in 
calorie amounts. 

Last week’s meeting of the West 
Newton Women’s Educational Club 
was very enjoyable, the intimate talk 
by Mrs. Alice Howland Macomber on 
on "The Passion Play at Oberamnier- 
gau” and the wonderfully beautiful 
pictures combining to make it so. Mrs. 
Macomber herself is particularly at¬ 
tractive and the pictures, taken by 
herself, made an added appeal from 
that fact.

His topic, "From Feudalism to Mon¬ 
archy,” continued the history of 
France, which the club is studying 
and took up particularly the reign of 
Louis XL when the country was 
changing from the Feudal form of 
government to the monarchial.

I)., of Cambridge, gave a most 
interesting presentation of his obser- 
tions of European conditions as he 
saw them the past spring and sum¬ 
mer. He was most emphatic in his 
views that America should be par¬ 
ticipating in the League of Nations, 
and that things cannot be settled until 
she is. Miss Griffeth Houston of the 
West Newton Music School sang. The 
meeting was in charge of the Civics 
committee, Mrs, F. J. Fessenden, 
chairman, who introduced the speaker. 


Frauds I. Bacon Addresses The 
Neutomille Woman’s ( lull 


Mr. Francis I. Bacon, principal of 
the Newton ’lassical High School, 
spoke on "The Secondary School Sit¬ 
uation” at a public meeting of the 
Newtonyille Woman’s Club on Tues¬ 
day evening, under the auspices of 
the Education committee, Miss Mar¬ 
garet McGill, chairman. 

Mr. Bacon emphasized the fact that 
the public should know more about 
the school system, for civilization is 
advancing faster than the system can 
keep pace, and the conditions have 
become varied and complex. Speak¬ 
ing of the financial situation of the 
schools, he said it is a critical one, 
due to the hostile attitude towards 
larger appropriations for educational 
purposes, and suggested a new view¬ 
point,- that educating future citizens 
was in the nature of insurance sim¬ 
ilar to marine insurance, lire, etc. 

Mr. Bacon believes in giving the 
all-round boy a chance, for there are 
items other than knowledge that count 
in making one’s way in the world. 
Personality is an important factor not 
to b«* overlooked, and the mechanical 
mind, which often develops into lead¬ 
ership, should have its chance, lie 
would like to see a particular type of 
school for a particular type of mind. 

hi considering the social situation 
of the school ., he said there was great 
need of unifications. The period from 
tin to eight* n is one in which the 
social consciousness is welded, and 
during this time everything possible 
should he done to fu e good feeling 
among many nationalities with many 
traditions. 


He sees great need of organizing new 
clnsses in the High School, Imt no 
rooms are available, and also the need 
of n better equipped gymnasium, with 
more time and Instructors, for physi¬ 
cal training is more important than 
knowledge. 

These are but a few points tnken up 
by Mr. Bacon, but it is quite evident 
he has a progressive and constructive 
program for his administration of High 
School affairs, and those present were 
convinced that public sentiment should 
he aroused and suitable appropriations 
secured that he may he able to carry 
it out. 

Much praise is due the trio of vio¬ 
lin. ’cello, and piano from the West 
Newton Music School for the rendering 
of their musical program before the 
address and during the social hour 
which followed. 

Newton Federation 


Bad going and doubtful weather con¬ 
ditions did not deter the members of 
the executive board of the Newton 
Federation from attending Monday 
morning’s meeting at the Newton Club. 
Many points of interest were brought 
up for consideration. The Civics com¬ 
mittee stated that the Newton Moth¬ 
ers’ Club and the Christian Era Study 
Club were the first to report to the 
State Federation 100% registration. 
The clubs are urged to work for that 
end. The Education committee re¬ 
ported that as a result of .the circulars 
distributed among the parents, relative 
to the eight weeks’ system of vaca¬ 
tions in the public schools tre returns 
were overwhelmingly in its favor. 
What action the school committee 
will take will not be announced until 
the time approaches. The Home Econ¬ 
omics committee announced that plans 
for millinery classes are being made. 
The resolution regarding spiked celery 
was presented and adopted unanimous¬ 
ly. 

The Legislative committee brought 
in a very full report concerning the 
bill which the Federation has had in¬ 
troduced into the present session of 
the Legislature providing that minors 
under 17 when obliged to testify in 
cases involving moral turpitude should 
he heard pirvately as is done in the 
Juvenile Court. The bill has the 
support of many welfare organizations 
and of Judge Cabot of the Boston Juve¬ 
nile Court. The bills chosen by the 
State Federation for the work of the 
clubs were outlined. It was an¬ 
nounced that Judge Jean Norris will 
be unable to address the Legislative 
meeting of the Federation in Febru¬ 
ary, but that Judge Cabot of the Bos¬ 
ton Juvenile Court has been secured. 

Since the date for the regular meet¬ 
ing of the board in April falls on the 
day of the State Federation Presidents’ 
Conference, it was voted to hold the 
board meeting on April 9, instead. 

Mrs. Edmund I. Leeds reported the 
sale of Christmas Health Seals, stat¬ 
ing that three-fourths of the money 
goes to Newton for local work, and 
that there are no overhead charges 
for the campaign, since the Welfare 
Bureau takes care of that. Newton’s 
quota was $4650, of which $4454 has 
been secured and the committee is still 
hoping to complete the amount. The 
enthusiasm and co-operation of the 
workers has been wonderful. 

Mrs. Carrie A. Hull spoke on behalf 
of the Welfare Bureau, saying that 
$250 per month is spent in relief work, 
which is but a small part of the work 
done by the Bureau, the aim being to 
make the work constructive and not 
merely remedial. She expressed the 
hope that a Health Centre may soon 
he established in Newton, similar to 
those in Brookline, Beverly, and other 
places, where prenatal care may be 
given and pre-school aid clinics held 
among other things that might be done. 

The sum of $250 was voted for the 
work of the AVelfare Bureau. 

Mrs. Edward P. Keach reported that 
$246.40 was realized from the card 
party in December.

ur. George Pratt, medical director 
of the Massachusetts Association of 
Mental Hygiene, drew a striking 
parallel between physical and mental 
(often called nervous) disease. Our 
attitude toward both sorts of disease 
should be more nearly the same. Most 
mental trouble starts in childhood, 
and much of it is preventable. To 
this end a Habit Clinic treating young 
children is doing active work in Bos¬ 
ton. also the visiting teacher move¬ 
ment and the nursery school have 
been established. The Massachusetts 
Association, which was founded in 
1914. has since then been conducting 
an educational campaign. Just as 
great victories have been won over 
small-pox, typhoid, and tuberculosis, 
by the combination of medical science 
and enlightened public interest, 
"Man’s hist spectre’’will be conquered. 

Mrs. Grace S. Kuntz, supervisor of 
physical training In the Xewton 
schools, spoke of tiie far reaching im 
portance of correct posture, of the 
causes of poor posture, and of the 
means which should be taken to teach 
good posture to children. A demon¬ 
stration of simple exercises was given 
by four little girls and evidently en¬ 
joyed by both class and audience. The 
increased interest in public health is 
very evident at the present time

The now blockade has also inter¬ 
fered with the arrival of coal by rail, 
and many cars of hard coal are still 
on tbe railways, having been shipped 
Mbme three weeks ago from tho mines, 
but not yet arrived; so, this condition 
(•alls for the greatest amount of pa¬ 
tience and cooperation between deal¬ 
ers and their customers. 

The function of the Local Fuel Ad 
Iministrator is not to deliver coal to 
the consumers in Newton, nor to take 
away customers from one dealer and 
transfer them to another, simply by 
reason of a few days* delay in getting 
[the required coal. 

• There is need of the greatest simple 
Ihonesty in statements, and coopera¬ 
tive help on the part of the consumers 
with their dealers* in order to get 
through the winter without any 
suffering. Instances have occurred 
where a frantic appeal for a certain 
size of coal to a dealer resulted in a 


small amount being delivered on the 
statement that the parties had no coal 
whatever; only to find that there was 
quite an amount of coal still in the 
cellar, only of some other size. These 
misstatements are very irritating to 
the dealers, who very naturally lose 
their patience with consumers who 
bother them for coal with a half 
statement of facts. 

Many consumers when they are 
unable to get the exact size and kind 
of coal they desire from their local 
dealer, are appealing to the Local 
Fuel Administrator to be transferred 
to some other dealer, and the state¬ 
ment is made that every other coal 
dealer outside of their own has plenty 
of coal. Of course, any transfer of 
customers from one dealer to another 
results in three or four days’ or a 
week’s delay in customers getting 
coal, and should be resorted to only 
for good and sufficient reasons. 

There is a plenty of coal, either in 
our deulers’ yards, or on tbe way 
there from the mines, to supply all of 
the reasonable needs of tbe citizens 
of Newton, if they will be careful of 
the burning of coal, use substitutes 
where necessary, and be absolutely 
truthful in every statement they make 
to their dealers, so that when they 
say they will be out of coal in three 
days, and it means that, and not three 
weeks, as has sometimes been found 
to be the case. 

Consumers in the City of Newton, 
who have any means of transportation 
of their own. and are short of coal, 
can help their local dealer very much 
by going to tbe coal dealer’s yard

ing in results, and in developing en- 
liitiHiasm and interest on the part of 
members of the committee. Those 
are unanimous in their belief thnt the 
Chamber can give many types of 
practical assistance to the business 
men of the city and that the Mercan¬ 
tile Division offers opportunities for 
helpful servico that are exceeded in 
no other branch of the Chamber.

with some kind of a receptacle, pay¬ 
ing for a small amount of coal and 
taking it away with them as 
emergency measure. This is the right 
kind of cooperation to get immediate 
results, and yet some consumers have 
been much offended when the Local 
Fuel Administrator suggested their 
going to the yard of their dealer and 
getting a few days’ supply. As many 
as 100 lots have been sold at some 
dealers’ yards in one day recently, 
which has greatly helped out the sit 
nation. If more consumers will help 
their dealers by such cooperation, the 
results will be highly satisfactory, 
and relieve our citizens from any 
suffering. 

if the snow goes away quickly* and 
settled traveling results, we should 
have plenty of coal for all in Newton 
within the next thirty days, but if 
the January weather continues an¬ 
other month, there will be great need 
of the cooperation of all consumers 
with the local coal dealers to avoid 
suffering in the homes. 

A mixture of Pea or Buckwheat 
with the larger sizes of Egg or Fur¬ 
nace in the heaters will serve a good 
purpose, and produce as good heat as 
though all large size coal was used. 
C’oke, where it can be obtained, may 
also be used to good advantage with 
the various sizes of hard coal. Soft 
coal, also in quantities small enough 
not to clog the draft, may he used in 
the heaters to good advantage. 

It seems to be a time we should 
all break away from our accustomed 
coal huhits. and try experiments of 
substitutes in kinds and sizes to help 
relieve the situation during the pres¬ 
ent cold weather and difficult travel¬ 
ing. 

One of the functions of the Local 
Fuel Administrator seems to lu* to 
suggest ways in which people may 
help tilings, and these suggestions are 
offered to the citizens of Newton for 
that purpose.

Commissioner Forbush also denied 
the counter-charges that lie spent only 
two hours a week in his office, and 
read a statement to the effect that he 
spent three hours a day in his office 
and the rest of his time outside on city 
business. Regarding Mayor Childs’ 
testimony in favor of Miss Bryson, the 
commissioner said that the Mayor was 
never in the office for a longer period 
than 10 minutes and was in no po¬ 
sition to know what was going on 
there. 

Mr. Lundy, in rebuttal, said that in 
the four days he had been in New¬ 
ton he had discovered that Mr. For¬ 
bush wrfs a fair and honest man. but 
he could not help remarking on the 
anomaly which made it possible for 
a man to sit ns a judge on a case in 
which he was vitally interested. Nev- 
I ertheloss. he said that he thought that 
Mr. Forbush would give a just de¬ 
cision. even if he were the one who 
had dismissed Miss Bryson. 

Mr. Lundy criticised the action of 
the commission in dismissing Miss 
Bryson the day before Christmas and 
In* also criticised the testimony of 
Chadwick, saying that he had plotted 
against Miss Bryson. 

The Civil Service examinations for 
the positions of captain and lieuten¬ 
ant in the Fire Department to fill the 
vacancy caused by Capt Waterhouse’s 
retirement and the vacancy that will 
occur on the promotion of some of the 
present lieutenants to that position, 
were held today at City Hall. 

Snow removal in Newton so far this 
year has cost the city about $25,000.

Chief among the reasons given by 
the majority of women for Joining the 
woman’s cllih of her locality, partic¬ 
ularly If she Is a new-eomer to that 
community, would probably he, to get 
acquainted. A perfectly legitimate 
reason, for no person can really be¬ 
come a part of a community until he 
or she knows the men and women who 
compose it. After a year or two, per¬ 
haps. of membership In a large club 
of from 300 to 000 members, how 
many does the quiet woman know, and 
what active means has ever been em¬ 
ployed to help such to become ac¬ 
quainted? If the truth were told, 
probably only a very small number. 
Even the president on the platform 
still seems the one or two steps of 
that platform above and removed 
from her. Special social teas follow¬ 
ing meetings do help to a small de¬ 
gree. hut even then friends nnturally 
flock together. Working together on 
committees is a great help in this di¬ 
rection, blit all women are not suited 
for that. The experiment of the 
Woman’s Club of Newton Highlands 
with its special tea for new members 
held in a private home, and the week¬ 
ly teas of the Auburndale Woman’s 
Club in its new quarters will go a 
long way toward meeting this need. 
Let more of the clubs consider this 
important part of club work.

TELEPHONE DEMONSTRATION 

(Continued from Pnge 1) 

entering Into it, never will be; that, 
furthermore, the larger the system be¬ 
comes the more opportunities there 
will l»e for errors to creep In and the 
more difficult will he the task of giv¬ 
ing good and efficient service. He said 
that, the realization by both subscrib¬ 
ers and telephone employees that ef¬ 
ficiency means a co-operation of the 
two will greatly reduce the task. 

The principal feature of the evening 
was the first showing by the New Eng¬ 
land Telephone and Telegraph Com¬ 
pany of Its new demonstration switch- 
hoard. This board typifies any central 
office with cords, plugs, jacks, and all 
the rest of telephone paraphernalia 
upon it. 

Miss Mae Ryeroft of the West New¬ 
ton central office, acting as a Newton 
North operator, and Miss Catherine 
Madden of the Newton North central 
office, acting as a Waltham operator, 
explained what happens when you 
make a telephone call, how the Tele¬ 
phone Company records the time on 
measured service calls, how “Line 
busy” reports are given and how some 
errors occur in telephone service. The 
pleasing personalities of these two 
young ladies made a decided impres¬ 
sion upon the audience. While Miss 
Rvcroft had more to say than her co¬ 
worker, bothe young ladies deserve 
great credit for what they did and 
they certainly are an asset to the 
Telephone Company in being able to 
explain so clearly and distinctly the 
many features of telephone operating. 

Miss Marie Dunn of the Boston Toll 
office, explained the whys and where¬ 
fores of toll calls and how toll calls 
are timed. Raymond Forte, a repair¬ 
man In the Newton North office, gave a 
very interesting talk on some of the 
“troubles" that occur in the telephone 
business. 

In connection with the demonstra¬ 
tion several sketches were given with 
Charles F. Donahoe and Frederic E. 
Cox acting as telephone subscribers 
making telephone calls. Included in 
the sketches were hits on local people 
and interspersed were hits of comedy 
that showed how subscribers often are 
to blame for poor telephone service. 
By and large, the evening’s entertain¬ 
ment was one well worth while at¬ 
tending. It gave subscribers a bet¬ 
ter idea of what it means to he a tele¬ 
phone operator and, judging from the 
remarks at the conclusion of the per¬ 
formance. many of those who attended 
will understand the workings of a 
telephone central office better than 
ever before.
